APPOINTMENT OF CITY ENGINEER IRVING 
T. FARNIIAM PROVOKED NO KNH OF 
TALK AT MONO AY KVKNINO’B MEKT1NO 
OF HOARD OF ALDERMEN —MAYOR XV AS 
FINALLY SUSTAINED IIOWKVKR— AT- 
TEMPT TO REDUCE SALARY OF CITY 
KNOINKKR DEFEATED— SEVER ALOTITKR 
MATTERS. 


Every promise and every anticipation of 
interest and excitement at Monday even- 
ing’s meeting of the board of aidermen 
was fulfilled and realited. Of course the 
appointment of a city engineer was the 
feature of the evening. The mayor’s nom- 
ination was the whole show. It embodied 
the three rings, the menagerie, the hippo- 
drome and the sideshow. 

And not unlike a eircns was the consid- 
eration of the city engineer’s appointment. 
At any rate it was full as interesting. Spec- 
tators were lacking and there was an ab- 
sence of lemonade and saw-dust. Some of 
the debate was as dry as the 1 itter circus 
adjunct, however, but fortunately there 
was no lack of ice-water As a matter of 
fact the page was kept busy handling the 
pitcher and glasses. Noiselessly he stole 
from one desk to another and supplied the 
thirsty orators. They were too busy to 
thank him, and eagerly gulped it down. 

President Bally was in the chair prompt- 
ly at 7.45 and was not a second tardy in 
-calling the board to order. The first com- 
munication came from the committee on 
awards for 

EI.IOT MEMORIAL ESSAYS 

which was in substance. The prizes for 
the Eliot essays for 1899 have been award- 
ed as follows: the essays were divided 
into two classes, Class A, length 1,000 
words open to those from 10 to 14 years; 
1st prize $5, 2nd prize 82. Class B, length 
2,000 words open to those from 15 to 20 
years of age, 1st prize 810 and 2nd prize 
§5. 

In Class B the 1st prize was awarded to 
Alfred B. Kershaw, 35 Cross street. West 
Newton, a senior at the High school and 
the 2nd to Miss Nina Crandell, formerly 
of the Williams school Auburndale, but 
now of the 4th grade of the High school. 

In Class A the 1st prize was awarded 
Ethel L. Hall of 127 Winchester street, 
Newton Highlands, a juuior in the New- 
ton High school. 

Noticing the absence in the above re- 
port of any reference to a class A 2nd 
prize, Col. Kingsbury wrote to superinten- 
dent Fi field that the matter might be under- 
stood and explained at Monday evening’s 
meeting of the aldermen.

THE FARNHAM INCIDENT. 

The confirmation of Mayor Wilson’s np 
pointment of Irving T. Furnham as city 
engineer was assigned for this meeting just 
as it has been for many ptevious meetings. 
Strangely enough it was disposed of last 
Monday evening. 

The debate was opened by Aldermnn 
Dana. In many respects what 1 have to 
say is a painful duty. I believe it to be my 
duty. As the issue has to be met I must 
meet it as best I can. 1 would like to vote to 
confirm Mr. Furnhnm, but I do not believe 
it would be in the best interests of the pub- 
lic. 1 think it against public interest. 1 
think it in defiance of it. i think the 
committee to whom this matter was first 
referred would have preferred to have Mr. 
Childs. The majority thought they could 
do nothing but consider Mr. Farnham’s 
name. This position maintained by the 
majority of the committee I do not believe 
to be tenable. It is surprising that the lay- 
men not the lawyers took it. 

At this point Air. Dana pointed out what 
in his mind was the proper stand to take in 
the matter. As an alderman he felt he 
should advise the mayor. To support this 
theory lie quoted Daniel Webster, Story 
and Eaton. His dissertation consumed 
some time. 

Continuing, I believe this appointment if 
carried through will show the power of a 
trust. The right of the board to adjust 
this matter i - a right to be exerolsed not 
abused. I believe a gross injustice has 
been done. I believe Mr. Childs is the best 
public servant the city has. 1 do not know 
any public servant that is his superior. 
Every one thought Mr. Childs would be 
appointed. After his services I believe lie 
is entitled to it. If be is not appointed I be- 
lieve it will be a blow to good government, 
Alderman Lyman tried to raise a point of 
order, explaining that Alderman Dana 
should not bring in the name of any other 
candidate for the position of city engineer. 

Alderman Bally ruled the point not well 
taken and permitted Mr. Dana to read 
several letters of recommendation in sup- 
port of Mr. Childs. Among the letters 
were some written by George F. Swain, 
GeorgeS. Rice, Dwight Porter and Judge 
Bishop. Mr. Dana held in his hand but re- 
frained from reading at least 10 others. 

Mr. Dana continued. In reference to 
Mayor Wilson’s nominee what is there to 
say? There is this. He was the first to be 
discharged. Certainly it was not on the 
grounds of economy. Mayor Wilson said, 
and I believe him, that Mr. Woods’ judg- 
ment entirely governed the matter. How 
then, after his discharge, did Mayor Wilson 
become acquainted with Mr. Farnham? I 
kuow.his attention was called to the young 
man by the street commissioner. Mr. Farn- 
ham is Mr. Childs’ junior. Mr. Farnham 
has not had Mr. Childs’ experience. Mr. 
Farnham was brought here to block off Mr. 
Childs. I am told that if Mr. Farnham’s 
nomination is not put through there will be 
a candidate forthcoming from Providence, 
It. I. 

I think an injustice has been done Mr. 
Childs. He bus received unfair treatment 
for years. For three years 1 have had to 
fight his battles. Mr. Dana said ut this 
point that there had been friction between 
Street Commissioner Itoss and Mr. Childs 
over several petty mutters. The street com- 
missioner he pointed out was the aggressor. 
Mr. Noyes in his time used to come to the 
meetings of the sewer committee. When 
Mr. Childs came Mr. Ross told me that this 
was in his opinion u breach of dircipline. 
If Mr. Childs came to a sewer committee 
meeting Mr. Stuart would expect to be 
asked t?» attend a meeting of the highway. 
Now 1 realize Mr. Ross’ motive. Continu- 
ing Mr. Dana showed where iu his opinion 
there existed hostility. 

Alderman Dana moved to liave the mat- 
ter indefinitely postponed. Seconded by 
Alderman Lowell. 

Alderman Hutchinson took an entirely 
different stand from that ussumed by 
Alderman Dana. He was of the opinion 
that the mayor should be sustained. It is 
to Mr. Farnhatn’s credit rather than any- 
thing else that lie is Mr. Childs’ junior. 
That he graduated later is of a benefit to 
him. He has obtained more up-to-date 
ideas. There is no office iu the city more 
important than tiiat of city engineer. It is 
more a question of ability than experience. 
The mayor has the right to nominate and 
we have the right to indorse his nomiation. 
Alderman Dana has moved to have the 
matter indefinitely postponed. I believe 
nothing could be guiued by such an action. 
The city is in need of the services of a 
competent engineer, therefore I say let Mr. 
F;n nham’s nomination be confirmed. As 
yet 1 have heard no argument against it. 

Alderman Weeks -1 wish to endorse the 
last speaker. I believe deluy would prove 
a detriment to the city. Perhaps as a mem- 
ber of the muj rity of the special committee 
i should at first liave liked to have seen Mr. 
Childs nominated. 1 am Bank to say that 
there is no one but can say that Mr. Farn- 
ham is perfectly competent- It is a fact 
that Mr. Woods believed Mr. Furnhum per- 
fectly competent. 

Messrs Warren and Lothrop endorsed 
Mr. i’ai nhuin’s confirmation. They sin- 
cerely hoped Alderman Dana's motion 
would not prevail. 

Alderman Lyman was most emphatic iu 
his endorsement of Mr, Furnhum. He 
showed by strong argument where Mr. 
Dana was at lault in introducing a subject 
entirely out of place, namely, Mr, Childs’ 
qualifications. The construction put by 
Mr. Dana on Daniel Webster’s speech in no 
v ay applied to the question. We huve u 
duty to perforin. We should oouflriu Mr. 
Karo ham. if we do not it will be a scandal 
| iu tlie board and u discredit to the mayor, 
i Mr. Fisher thought the appointment of 
> Mr. Faruhum was the point to be consid- 
I ered. Mr. Childs was not before the board 
| nor was his name. The mayor’s nominee 
should be confirmed out of courtesy to the 
| mayor if for nothing else. 

; Alderman Lowell said the best interests 
j of the city were served when officials were 
truined for municipal service. Look about 
{ and see what we have iu t li is city hull us a 
re-ult of training. Supposing our city clerk 
should leave his position here and go upon 
the stage to sing oratorios. What would 
we expect? We would expect to see Mr. 
Briiubh'com to fill his place. Mr. Hriiu- 
| bleooiu would tie entitled to ii. He has 
l>>> n 1 1 ui lied lor it. Mr. Childs’ treatment 
| A ii'iinun I.oweil characterized us dis- 
giaceiui business. He thought tiiat official 
was entitled to the position of city eugiueer 
by iigni of promotion if nothing else. 
Newton demands the appointment of Mr. 
Childs. It w ill be tlie result of design if 
he is not appointed. 

Alderman Baily iu his interesting speech 
placed the question iu an entirely different 
light than tnose of tlm speakers that had 
preceded him He did not look upon the 
question us a quarrel with tlie mayor. He 
believed Mr. Childs' appointment would be 
along tlie line of promotion. Heads of 
departments should be agreeable to the 
mayor. 

My chief objection to Mr. Farnham is 
tiiat his appointment would beugaiust the 
city’s welfare. We are not properly hand- 
ling the city's mouev when we give $3,<xx> 
to u 82,500 man. 1 shall not give this action 
my support. Fifteen mouths Mr. Furubaiu

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was a $1500 man, then a 82,000, then 82,500 
and then $3,000. 

We may do as we please with our own 
money, but not as we please with the city’s 
money. The mayor had no right to engage 
or nominate a 83,000 man. To let a young 
man of these tender years dictate his price 
is to establish a precedent, which cannot 
fail to result disastrously. 

Mr. Baily eulogized the heads of tlie 
various departments. The city clerk, the 
chief of police, the chief of tlie fire depart- 
ment especially were greatly underpaid. 
He lamented this fact and pointed out tlie 
many duties incumbent upon the officials, 
which made them rich in valuable experi- 
ence. He thought the salary too much. 

Mr. Dana moved at this point to have the 
matter postponed indefinitely. The motion 
was lost with 10 nays against 3 yeas. 

Mr. Weed in a brief but pointed address 
said he believed in Mr.Farnham’s confirma- 
tion, but was of the opinion that the 
salary was too high. Therefore he said 
ho would move tiiat the matter be laid on 
tlie table. If this motion was carried he 
would then move that the salary of city 
engineer of 83,000 as provided for iu tlie 
budget of last year be reduced. Should 
the reduction come he would move again 
for Mr. Farnham’s confirmation. 

Alderman Warren called for the letters 
sent to the special committee in endorse- 
ment of Mr. Farnham. They included 
communications from former City Engineer 
II. D. Woods, the directing dean of Cornell 
University, Henry E. Bothfeld, George S. 
Rice and T. II. Barnes. All spoke of Mr, 
Farnham in the highest terms. 

Alderman Lyman flattened Alderman 
Bally’s salary arguments by telling of the 
high regard iu which Mr. Farnham was 
held professionally and what he, Lyman, 
knew of Mr. Farnnam’s achievements. 

More argument pro and coil followed, and 
it was finally decided to vote upon Mr. 
Weed’s motion to lay the matter on tlie 
table. This failed of passage 10 nays 
against 9 yeas. 

Mr. Farnham’s confirmation was then 
brought up. It was carried 14 to 5. 

An attempt was made to reduce tlie 
salary of tlie city engineer from $3,<xx) to 
82,500. This was lost. 

At 11 to the board adjourned.

Lowell, Mason, Morse, Paine, 
Messrs. Bullens, Ellison, Pettee, Shinn, 
Tyler, Dr. Scales. The treasurer’s report 
showed the expenses of tlie two months 
previous to have been less than five thous- 
and dollars, with receipts about tlie same. 
The endowment fund account lias been 
added to by an unrestricted gift of five 
thousand dollars from I. T. Burr. Esq., for 
which the thanks of the board were most 
appreciatively given by the president. A 
report wus also made upon a suggestion 
from tlie Ladies Aid Association as to their 
establishing an endowment fund for tlie 
hospital Inquiries regarding tiie endow- 
ment of a free bed for Wellesley College 
hud been received, ami u committee was 
appointed to confer with the authorities 
and give all desired information. 

’Hie question of providing adequate ac- 
commodations for the greatly increased 
contagious work of the city was generally 
discussed, ami some preliminary plans con- 
sidered. The committees having this mat- 
ter iu charge are continuing tlie investiga- 
tion with a view to determining the best 
plan for meeting tlie necessary require- 
ments, and serving the best interests of all. 
The work and other interests of the institu- 
tion were quite largely entered into and 
discussed by all present before adjourn- 
ment.

Hen Thief Punished. 

In the capture and punishment of John 
J, Mend, a self- confessed hen thief, It la 
probable there will be a suppression of 
thefts of this character which have oc- 
curred for months with uncommon and 
alarming frequency. Complaint nftor com- 
plalnt has been entered concerning thn 
robbing of hen-roosts, and not until Mon- 
day were the police successful In securing 
an arrest. 

Mead’s conviction does not mean that 
the police have caught the mnn responsible 
for all the thefts, but it will probably pre- 
vent any more hen thefts Inasmuch as any 
thieves that may now bn caught will bo 
dealt with even greater severity. 

Officers in different sections of the city 
have been on the alert and displayed a de- 
cided determination to catch the thieves. 
The matter lias also been brought to tlie 
attention of Judge Kennedy. 

For several weeks the residents in the 
vicinity of Beacon and Walnut streets, 
Newton Highlands, have been tlie victims 
of a lien thief, who has been making night 
!y raids. Last Monday evening a disturb- 
ance in a large henhouse off Beacon street, 
gave warning to those residing in tlie vicin- 
ity, and several men rushed to the place. 
They were not quick enough, however, to 
catch, a man who suddenly (lashed out the 
door of (lie henhouse and rnn down the 
street. Officer Qroth happened along about 
that time, and, seeing the man, who had a 
hen under encli arm, running down the 
street, promptly held him up. Tlie man 
proved to he John J. Mead of Newton 
Centre, and as lie could gave no satisfac- 
tory explanation as to how lie came by tlie 
liens, he was placed under arrest. Later 
Ills house ut lOflO Beacon street was searched 
and in tlie cellar was round a crate contain- 
ing eight hens. Tlie.se have since been 
identified as the property of Mrs. Sullivan 
and Mrs. Kelley, residents of Beacon 
street, whose lien roosts hud been recently 
plundered. In court. Tuesday morning, 
Mead was arraigned on two counts of lar- 
ceny before Judge Kennedy. He was found 
guilty on eaoli and was senteuoed to ten 
months iu the house of correction on the 
first, und seven months on the second.

Tiik question of accommodations for 

• contagious cases at the Newton Hospital 
is a serious matter and something will 
have to be done In the Immediate future. 
The present buildings were put up by the 

•city some ten years ago, on land owned by 
the Hospital, and at that time it an as the 
custom to put up the cheapest kind of 
building for such cases, so that they might 
be destroyed after a certain time, in order 
to disinfect them properly. The buildings 
have been used until the present time, 
but they are now very much out of repair, 
and it would not pay ta repair them as 
•they are entirely out of (late. The great 
improvements iu the science of disinfec- 
tion and sanitary building 1ms brought 
about a change in policy and now cities 
-and hospitals ure building substantial 
. structures for contagious cases, so con- 
structed that they can be easily disinfected 
They are now built entirely of stone or 
'brick with artificial stone floors, and all 
the finishings of such a nature that they 
•can be easily scabbed and purified. The 
first cost is of course 'greater but as they 
-are built to last it is much cheaper in the 
end. The present buildings are also en- 
-tlrely inadequate to the demands upon 
them. There* are accommodations for 

• only three nurses and the past year twelve 
have often been compelled to share these 
accommodations. There has been also a 
great overcrowding of patients, and at 
times three and four times as many 
patients ns the buildings were iutended for 
iave been crowded into these rooms. Du:- 
ang the past winter although there has 

been no epidemic, yet without these con- 
tagious wauls there would probably have 
been one as there have been many con- 
tagious cases of various kinds and if these 
.bad been cared for in private houses there 
•would have V<-n great danger of infection, 
and the red cards of the board of health 
would have been posted all about the city. 
With these arguments for new and larger 
buildings, the oil y officials are said to recog- 
nize their nrce-sity of doing something be- 
fore another w inter and there have been 
some discussions of plans. It is said that 
the cost of the new buildings necessary 
would be between twenty and thirty thous- 
and dollars, but they would be permanent 
structures. If we should have the same 
amount of sickness another winter the 
present city government would be severely 
censured for not having taken the necessary 
steps to provide what was needed. It 
would cost a eor a deal to repair the present 
buildings m> that they would be fit to use

The man who could say that has evident- 
ly none of the characteristics of a Moses, 
and the fear that lie would take McLean ns 
his superior, Instead of Ilnuiin, will not 
help him. What the country needs Is a 
president with some deep convictions, and 
the qualities of independent leadership, u 
man who will be true to the guiding star of 
high principle, and not one who will shift 
about with every wind. Thomas B. lteed 
would ho accepted ns such a leader, or 
General Miles, but they have qualities 
which Dewey does not seem to possess. 
So far Dewey's announcement of bis candi- 
dacy has aroused chiefly a feeling of pity 
for the hero of Manila. 

Thkhe was a good deal of kicking over 
the party traces in the Senate’s discussion 
of the Porto Rioan bill. Senator Depew 
even went so far ns to declare that the 
foreigner did not pay the tariff tax, which 
is true of course, but just before election 
thnt is a bit of humbug that protection 
speakers are fond of getting off upon the 
credulous public. But Senator Depew’s 
clients are in the railroad business so he is 
perhaps to be excused. Senator Welling- 
ton of Maryland was one of the Republi- 
cans who came out strongly against the bill 
and said, “the legislative monstrosity now 
before us transgresses every principle of 
national honor, patriotism, good faith and 
justice.” Senator Clay of Georgia created 
a laugh by saying that the President had 
advocated free trade in a message, and 
there was no official reoord of his having 
changed his mind. Any reference to the 
shifting character of the President's mind 
Is always sure to be greeted with laughter 
in Congress. 

High School pupils may now be carried 
for half fare, on their way to and from 
school, on the street railways of the state, 
as the bill providing for it was signed by 
the governor on Wednesday. The bill was 
introduced by Representative Sam Roads 
and was very shrewdly managed and 
pushed through both houses. Up to this 
time in Newtou grammar school pupils 
were alone carried for half rates, and the 
High school pupils had to pay lull fares. 
Like many other good things the agitation 
for this reduction was started in NeAvton, 
and it was a very shrewd move to get Mr. 
Roads to take charge of it as he has a 
winning way with him in such matters. 
Parents will make quite a saving by this 
reduction, as It is estimated that some four 
hundred of our High school pupils use the 
cars more or less. 


The Waltham aldermen gave a hearing 
to the new Waltham street railway com- 
pany, Monday evening. Among those who 
favored granting the new company a loca- 
tion Avere several residents of Crafts street* 
in Newtou, represented by M. S. Williams. 
The hearing was quite a lively one, as there 
were a uumber of remonstrants, represent- 
ing the NeAvton Street Railway Company, 
and also President Parker of the Boston & 
Lexington street railway. Col. Stearns of 
Waltham claimed that the Newtou Street 
Railway should have the preference as 
there were many Waltham citizens inter- 
ested in that road. No decision Avas reached 
and evidently work on building the new 
road will not begin this week. 


Some of the Boston papers think that it 
is real wicked for the legislature to muke 
any investigation into Mr. Whitney’s gas 
and coke company. The Whitney bene- 
factions, as the Springfield Republican 
calls them, have been very generous to the 
Boston papers, and they are for Mr. Whit- 
ney and his interests every time, without 
regard to the Interests of the gas con- 
sumers. 


An analysis of Senator Hanna’s ship 
subsidy bill shows that the Standard Oil 
fleet and the American line, owned by 
Standard Oil magnates, will receive 80 per 
cent, of the bounty, und the Pacific Hues 
will get most of the remainder. As Mr. 
Hanna is not in politics for his health he 
must be expecting a large campaign contri- 
bution from Mr. Rockefeller. 
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Civil service reform bus scored a vic- 
tory in the legislature as all the petitioners 
attacking the present law have been given 
leave to withdraw. This was in spite of 
tiie appearance of Jesse Gove, or perhaps 
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plate glass window valued at 875, complete- 
ly wrecked. Other property was also dam 
liged. Shortly after 5, as a carriage owned 
by Maj. \Y. F. Lnwrotico of West Newton, 
and occupied by Mr. W. II. Dame and Miss 
M. Dame, the former Imndling the reins, 
was passing through Nowtonville square, 
the horse became frightened at an automo- 
bile. Mr. Dame was unable to control the 
animal and inmiediati ly it started at a mad 
gallop down Washington street towards I 
New i on. 

Every vehicle in the path gave the horse I 
and carriage a Avide berth, the electrics 
passing un and down the Washington 
street boulevard held up rather than in- 
crease the horse’s madness. Everything 
was excitement, hut pandemonium devel- 
oped when the horse reached Nonantum 
square. 

The square was crowded with teams, 
electrics and pedestrians, who were warned 
of the approach of the mad animal bv Pa- 
trolman B. K. Burke, who caught the first 
glimpse of it as it came from the direction 
of Newtonvllle. There was a hustle for the 
sidewalk on the part of men, women and 
children. 

Patrolman Burke, hoAvever. took in the 
situation at a glance and ran into the centre 
of the square to check, if possible, the 
horse’s flight. At that time t he animal 
was headed direotly towards Nonantum 
block. 

Burke caught the horse by the head but 
was completely carried off his feet. Still 
clinging to the bridle lie was dragged more 
than ten yards. Not until the animal 
plunged through the window of Julius 
Jacobson’s barber shop did the officer let 
go. 

The crash of the glass Avas the only Avar n- 
itig that Jacobson and a customer named 
Jennings, had of ihe horse's presence. 
Jenning’s leaped from the chair and with 
Jacobson ran to the rear of the store. They 
were not a moment too soon. In nnnther 
second the horse had struck the barber’s 
chair and almost demolished it. Other 
furniture, including a toilet rack, was 
wrecked by the horse. 

The horse managed to free itself from the 
coupe as it struck the window frame. Mr. 
Dame and Miss Dame were thrown out. 
Later, both explained they were uninjured 
though badly shaken up. Mr. Jacobson 
and his customer required several minutes 
to recover from tlieit fright. Patrolman 
Burke was none the worse for his expert- 
ence, hut the horse was badly cut by the 
broken glass.

DO VOU KNOW 
WHAT YIDDISH IS? 


By Israel Zangwill, 

Yiddish Is a lingual patchwork 
Stretched on a frame of bail German. 
The corruption of both pronunciation 
and grammatical form varies with the 
locality. Since Germany is bordered by 
many countries wherein Jews reside, 
this dialect has naturally diffused Itself 
among the Jews In all of them. It may 
be said roughly that Yiddish is the 
mother tongue of the Jews of Europe. 
In one respect I regard It as being more 
civilized than classical German, for It

Dear Sir:— I start for the West today and 
shall therefore be unable to attend the 
hearing on Tuesday next, but. 1 want to 
protest against the attempts now being 
made to injure, or destroy, our civil service 
laws. I am not a doctrinaire. An actual 
experience of five years with the law and 
its operations in the City of Newton has 
proved to me its great value. During my 
terms of service as alderman, in which 
time 1 was chairman of the committee on 
highways and president of the board, as 
well as during the time that I was mayor, 

1 was brought in to dose relations with the 
clerical and labor forces of the city. It was 
then, and it now is, the consensus of 
opinion of those, who have had practical 
experience under the law, that its influence 
is extremely beneficial, in fact, that the 
law is a right law. So strongly was this 
believed by the committee on highways in 
1894 (under whom some 400 men were em- 
ployed) and by all the twenty-one members 
of the city council of that year, that the 
laboring force, so called, was brought un- 
der the provisions of the act. The result 
hus been most satisfactory, giving an im- 
proved service from the head of the depart- 
ment down. My experience and observa- 
tion leads me to believe that the law* is not 
at fault, but that sometimes the looal 
officials charged with its enforcement are; 
that instead of finical critioisms of the law, 
all oldens should unite in comdemnution 
of those officials who seek.by clever means,

The house accepted the adverse report of 
the probate and insolvency committee on 
the vivisection question without a single 
vote in opposition, the other day. This 
was very remarkuble, considering the 
strong efforts of Rev. II. D. Ward and his 
friends before the committee. Whether it 
was the petitioners themselves were con- 
vinced that the friends of vivisection as 
practised in Massachusetts were right and 
they wrong, or whether the reuson of the 
apathy was that they felt that all the* prog- 
ress that could be expected had been ob- 
tained through the exploitation of their 
views, and they must wuit until some 
other year before making any more . senti- 
ment. I do not know. At all events, the 
agitation subsided much more suddenly 
than uni body had a right to expect, con- 
sidering tlie days devoted to hearings. 

The gas investigation seemed in danger of 
petering out suddenly also. On Friday of 
last week Senator Woodsum, tlie chainnan 
of the committee on manufactures, sudden- 
ly took tlie reius and ruled that lie would 
permit tlie cross-examination of Thomas 
\V. Lawson no farther. It was something 
like a blow to the petitioners, evidently, 
for mi Monday the petitioners closed tln-ir 
case, without attempting to examine tlie 
various legislative agents and others who 
bad been summoned, and who were re- 
leased from further attendance. But Mon- 
day ufternoon tlie committee went into 
executive session and voted, 10 to f», to . x- 
amine tlie books <>t tlie New England (Lis 
and Cuke company. This gave new life to 
the investigation. Mr. Howell of Boston 
led tlie opposing five. 

Mr. Langford began tlie week with hear- 
ings on the Clintou and .Sterling damage 
cases on Monday. This is ol course first 
cousin to the investigation nioveiiieiu. 
Judge Corcoran alleging at the hearing 
that 23 per cent of tlie land of Clinton was 
tuken by the water board, ami that the 
cluims for damage by loss of taxes are still 
unsettled.

It w ill certainly be a good thing if 
the provision is there, and 1 do not doubt, 
as 1 said a week ago, that careful provis- 
ion will be made to secure Newton and all 
other places on the line die right to pro- 
ceed in tlie direction of tlie elimination of 
grade crossings now provided in the gener- 
al law ; but there is small doubt the lease 
alread> sateyuaids the city iii this direc- 
tion, so that the provision, unless it is di 
rejt in its umure, will not materially 
alter the bill. 

There was a gentle surprise party on 
Monday afternoon when the house sub- 
stituted for an adverse rep< rt of the lom- 
mittee on railroads a bill to provide that 
the entire expense of grade crossing sep- 
aratious shall be borne by tlie railroads. 
What does New ton think of that .’ Not to 
give away one of the Newton members too 
much, it may be remarked tliat probably 
nobody wus more astonished than Repre- 
sentative Langford, who himself had au 
idea of modifying the grade crossings act, 
but wiio expected to meet opposition rather 
tiiun a spirit of socialism that would up- 
set the w nole order, and perhup** prevent 
the elimination of a single new crossing. 
There is a lot to say about this quest e u, 
and small room to say it. Perhaps when 
a bill is offered by Mr./ Lung lord in place 
of the ad verse report oil tlie Hyde Park pe- 
tition, w blob he has upon the table, it w ill 
be possible to discuss the mutter. Suffice 
it now to say thut possible Mr. Mellen of 
Worcester was Justified in shedding tears 
over the way the Commonwealth is getting 
tin- mi'! end of it In these grade separations 
Cities may gain in tuxuliM jt*>perty, as 
well us in safety ; railroads may gain in 
improved faeiliti s.as wus notable the case 
in Brockton, and to some • xtent at least 
in Newton. Nobody loses except the 
treasury of the Commonwealth.

Then he would have every citizen well 
educated. By education, however, he 
meant a somewhat revolutionary con- 
ception of the work that we thus name. 
He would have the State provide in a 
most munificent fnslilon for the educa- 
tion of its children— not a poor educa- 
tion for the children of the poor, but 
the most generous education for the 
children of the State. School-houses 
are to be models of beauty and adorned 
and filled with treasures of art, as the 
true picture galleries. 

The curriculum which he prescribes 
all leads up to the development of life 
und to the development of the highest 
form of life — character. "You do not 
educate a man by telling him what he 
knew not, but by making him what he 
was not.” 

Then he would have labor organized 
In the most thorough fashion. Work is 
to be found for all, and all are, through 
a rightful education, to be fitted for 
work, and then all are to be forced to 
work. There are to be no cultured 
Idlers and there are to be no untrained 
bunglers.

The following, too, may perhaps 
carry home: "Nine rabbis cannot make 
a congregational quorum, but ten tail- 
ors can.” The tailor, Instead of being 
n ninth part of a man. is a full member 
of the brotherhood of Israel, while even 
the rabbi ennnot count as more than 
one. How vividly this emphasizes the 
absence of priestcraft. 

In addition, the originnl Yiddish vo- 
cabulary has been greatly enriched by 
words drawn from every language with 
which the wandering Jews came into 
contact. Hebrew has, of course, always 
been the chief source of these extra 
supplies, for naturally a number of 
characteristic social nnd religious cir- 
cumstances could only find expression 
in the words and phrases of ancient tra- 
dition. 

In New' York, of course, there Is a 
large proportion of English words In 
the Yiddish of common use. But, what- 
ever language Yiddish draws from, it 
squeezes all of the borrowed expres- 
sions Into German modes as egotisti- 
cally as the French language modulates 
and pronounces everything it borrows, 
a la Francaise. 

The most comical grammatical forms 
result from this distortion of foreign 
grammar. For Instance, there is one 
Hebrew word which means "he who 
vows.” This has been made Into a Yid- 
dish verb to express the act of offering 
money to the synagogue, and w'hen it Is 
conjugated into the past tense, as if it

HIGH -FLAVORED BUTTER. 

“High-flavored butter” Is a term used 
in what is called a gilt-edged grocery 
store in New York Oily. 

The writer asked the liberty of in- 
specting the butter. It was ft pure gold 
in color, quite firm, though not of rock- 
like hardness, but from its depts it 
emitted a sweet odor which was most 
delightful. It sold for eighty cents per 
pound, done up In packages of a quar- 
ter of a pound each, each packag 
stamped with the name of the maker. 

On Inquiry it was found that thb 
very expensive butler was worth more 
from the producer’s standpoint than 
the ordinary butter. It actually cost 
mure to make It. C’ows are cows, you 
w ill say, and can eat only just so much. 
But there are oth*- points. 

The burn in which these cows wen 
kept was no barn at all, but a buildiui 
especially constructed for the animals 
Their iloor was of sand renewed dally, 
and In the whole structure there was 
no odor. 

Each day the cows were fed at regu- 
lar hours in certain amounts, and tin 
food was varied, liny was. of course, 
included, but there was the best of 
meal made Into the finest of mush, good 
enough for a person to eat, so It seemed. 

On pleasant days the cows were al- 
lowed to sun themselves in an open 
barnyard, but on other days they took 
their exorcise in an addition which wa; 
shut In with sash and had a dirt floo. 

Tlie milking took place at regula 
hours; and after the milk was set i i 
the perfectly sweet porcelain pans, 
was never disturbed until It had gat' 
en d by slow process all its cream up-, 
the top. 

Everything about the churning wa 
managed with a special regard foi 

cleanliness and ness; for milk ami 

cream and butter take up odors quick- 
ly. The cream was churned in a sweet 
state or only very slightly turned, but 
by no means sour. 

If. after the churning, It was not as 
yellow as the market required, a very 
small portion of vegetable coloring 
matter was added und carefully worked 
through and through the butter. This 
addition of color is a pleasing touch 
und may, if properly done, be as harm- 
less as the adding of a crushed straw- 
berry to lemonade, or a drop of coffee 
to corn starch, to make it a rich gold. 

But all these things cost time and 
money. True, they give it back in the 
cud. And it becomes a problem for the 
farmer and his wife to determine Just 
how much it will pay them to spend 
upon the cows und Just how much, oi 
how soon, they cun hope to get it back.

Italy, Tm key, Africa, Chinn, Japan, Italia, 
Mexico, Greenland, Alaska, and the Ha- 
waiian and Philippine Islands, with Cuba 
and Porto Rico, were to be seen, besides 
tlie Mission Statistics room, the Gypsy 
Fortune Teller’s room, and the North 
American Indian room. The Gypsy was 
imposing in black net, lace mantilla, span- 
gles and jewelry, and did a merry trade; 
the North American Indian gleamed and 
glowed at you from a vivid scarlet back- 
ground, in uncounted pictures wherein ho I 
was to be seen in ull sorts of costume and 
equipment, while nearby were various 
bowls and other utensils trom his wigwam, 
relieved against a wall hung with brightly 
colored Indian blankets, and in a corner 
hung General Custer’s sword (‘^suspicious- 
ly bright and glittering, und suggesting 
“sword drill” in the gymnasium. Hatchet 
and scalps alone were wanting. In the 
statistics r«»om sundry maps und recently 
prepared charts were hung conspicuously 
ubout; the treasurer, pro tern., presided, 
and took care of a mob of mite-boxes on the 
table. The hall was decorated from end to 
end with gay bunting, and in tlie various 
rooms goodies were to be had for pennies, 
nickels, or dimes, while at the end of the 
hall stood a fancy work table, the dainty 
wares of which were contributed by the 
girls and their teachers, and sold by entic- 
ing young saleswomen, who so effectually 
lured tbe unwary passers-by that they dis- 
posed of their entire st >ck for no less grati- 
fying a sum than fifteen dollars. The 

goodies? Well, Turkey sold peanut candy, 
in the golden glamor of a yellow light; 
Greenland, in a fetching little booth, a 
snow-hut overlaid with green pine boughs, 
(the entire room was pino decked) and 
lighted by one green star, sold 

raspberry frappe, as did her neighbor, 
Alaska, guarded by her totem, surrounded 
by mighty drifts of snow, with ice bergs 
looming up around, uud ensconced in her 
snow built cabin, under the cold white 
light of the polur star. In the room of 
"Our Foreign Possessions” they sold sand- 
wiches, and olives, of course, and the ven- 
ders were especially proud of their cos- 
tumes, their native jewelry, and their 

coiffure. In this room was the straw- 

thatched hut that elicited such admiration 
and wonder during the evening. In Jupun 
ami China, nuts and popcorn were to be 
lmd from Chinese and Japanese iudies, and 
the array of curiosities was surprising. One 
of the most noteworthy was one of the 
signs once post* d in Japan against Chris- 
tians and Christianity. This, as so many 
others of the curios, was lent for the occa- 
sion by a returned missionary, and was 
genuine. India sold under a red light, 
salted peanuts, in a room made interesting 
by various Buddha relics, and other articles 
suggestive of thut land, and in several 
cases brought thence In Mexico one bought 
"Mexican ohia drink,” which tasted much 
like delicious lemonade, and wu,s served by 
a Mexican maid. Here were articles ol the 
famous Mexican drawn- work, pictures, and 
models, und other objects explanatory of 
tlie various products, conditions, customs, 
and costumes of the Mexicans. From 7 Mi 
p. m. till 9.30 the crowd surged through hull 
and rooms, sometimes buying, sometimes 
examining curiosities, reading statistics, 
or hearkening to their fortunes; sometimes 
listening to the strains of music evoked by 
tlie wandering violin player, an Italian, if 
her dress may be believed, w ho strayed up 
and down tbe hail playing during the even- 
ing, at times accompanied by a vigorous 
young drummer girl. Africa, favored by 
her ugly little god, sold ull her luscious 
oranges, or nearly so; tlie frappe, peanuts, 
cundy, “chiadrink,” everything, even to the 
Perry pictures in the Italiun quarter, wont 
like hot cukes, and at the end a tired, but 
happy set of missionary society officers 
counted us their gains from the evening’s 
traffic, together with Mr. Bragdou’s con- 
tribution, the hourds in the mite boxes, and 
the proceeds of Wednesday evening’s elec- 
trical lecture, and the chocolate table of 
Wednesday and Friday afternoons, a good 
round sum to devote to the needs of suffer- 
ing heathendom. It wus surely an all- 
round success.

The annual indoor drill of the Newton 
High school battalion wns held Saturday 
afternoon In the school armory off Walnut 
street, Newtonvlllo.

Then there Is the effect that religion 
and the Christian religion is producing 
In America.

TnofiE interested in the preservation of 
the rights of the Indians say that our 
Indian service is in a worse condition than 
for many years, on account of the bad 
character of the appointees, and opponents 
of civil service reform do not point to our 
Indian agents with pride. A sample of 
these is said to be William J. Follock, agent 
for the Osage Indians, one of the best of 
the tribes, whose members bave been edu- 
cated and among whom the average of in- 
telligence is said to be high. The Osage 
Council in calling attention to the general 
corruption that prevails at this agency and 
applying to the secretary of the interior for 
relief, make a proposition that ought to 
bring the blush of shame to those responsi- 
ble for this condition. They say that if it is 
“found that Toilock must be provided for" 
they will appropriate from their own 
moneys enough to pay his salary by way of 
a pension, and pray “in the name of the 
God of the Indian and the white man that 
some honest, competent man be sent as 
agent to the Osages, for surely such a man 
can be found.” Could there be a worse 
comment on our Indian policy than this, or 
a more severe indictment of the policy of 
turning the Indian service over to the 
spoilsmen. 

The stories that the Boer women are 
fighting side by side with their brothers 
and husbands for liberty and freedom 
come with a shock to most people. But it 
shows the sacredness of the cause when 
even the women take up arms in defence of 
their native laud, and such cases were not 
unknown in our own war for independence 
against England. The correspondents say 
that the Boer women light as bravely and 
shoot as straight as the men, but England 
can hardly feel proud of a* war waged 
against such heroes aDd heroines. In the 
Boer army they say are all ages from grey 
bearded men down to mere youths, all 
stirred by the same spirit of patriotism. It 
is no wonder that the Boers astonish the 
world by the magnificent contest they are 
waging against overwhelming numbers. 


The holiday next Thursday is general 
ly observed as the opening of the athletic 
season, and also the day to visit the sea- 
shore and select a cottage for the summer, 
or make other arrangements for the com- 
ing summer’s vacation. There are many 
out door attractions, the celebration at 
Concord, the bicycle road race at Dedham, 
and Medfield, the opening of the golf sea- 
son, and for those not so ambitious the 
general cleaning up of lawns and back- 
yards und burning of rubbish. Tiie latter 
is tho old-fashioned method of celebrating, 
before bicycles and golf were invented 
and when people had to have something 
useful to do before they could enjoy being 
out of doors. ,

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THE LEGISLATURE. 

[Special legislative Correspondence .] 

Host on, April 11. 

Yesterday afternoon the Governor ser.t 
to the Sennto n message, bringing the whole 
matter of tho Boston nn<l Malno-Pltchburg 
lease before tho body. In his messago he 
suggests that tho notion of ratification if 
taken, contain a provision that the rights of 
the dissenting minority stockholders be 
preserved. 

The groat business Interests of Boston 
and vicinity have been heard within a few 
days by the committee on railroads on the 
Boston & Albany lease. They all agree 
that It will he very much for the interests 
of Boston to have the lease ratified. The 
opponents of tho lease make a rather poor 
showing as a whole. They argue that 
there will be a great depreciation in the 
mlue of tho property because tho New 
York Central is not In the lmbit of spend- 
ing money on its stations, etc., but this is 
met by the counter argument that as the 
property of this character is already in 
good candition, prudence will dietnto that 
the lessee keep it so. 

The committee on ways and means still 
continues its hearings on thnt famous re- 
port of the special gypsy moth investiga- 
tion committee. Ono of the best picas 
against tho proposition to have the work of 
suppressing the pest done by the cities and 
towns was made last week by City Solici- 
tor Slocum of Newton, who was sent by 
Ma}or Wilson to represent him. The com- 
mittee is very clearly impressed with the 
arguments which nro being made, and is 
pretty sure to gently turn down that special 
report. 

Mr. Slocum has been watching the Clin- 
ton water bill of late. This is being heard 
by Mr. Langford’s water supply committee 
in joint session with the committee on 
metropolitan affairs. With the city solici- 
tors ot other places he sits in the committee 
hearing listening to the testimony and 
ready to take such action as may be re- 
quired in defending the interests of his 
city. Chief Engiueer Stearns of the met- 
ropolitan water board has prepared a type- 
written statement for tho information of 
the committee, in which he clearly states 
the position of the bonrd. As to the first 
section of tho bill, which seeks to give 
Clinton the preference in the sale of power 
or electricity produced at tho big Clinton 
dam, he points out that the town will have 
a preference Irrespective of any legislation, 
as it is within two miles of the dam, and is 
the only place where the power can be sold 
without a great expense for wires. 
Leominster is 10 miles, Worcester 12 and 
Fitchburg 15 miles away. lie also points 
out that the water power of Lancaster, 
Ayer, Groton, Pepperell, Nashua, Lowell, 
and Lawrence is destroyed or injured by 
the diversion of the water, and if the Clin- 
ton contention is right all these other 
places should be considered too. As to the 
claim for 85000 indemnity annually for the 
loss of taxation, it is shown in this state 
ment that the town of Clinton already re- 
ceives more in taxes from the water board 
than it received on ail the property taken 
before the board went into the town. As 
to the claim that the town has lost water 
income, the facts show that only six takers 
are lost. As to the claim that a source of 
water supply is lost it is admitted that it 
has lost bandy pond, and that it has gained 
the whole Wachusett reservoir, without 
cost. 

Mr. J. R. Carter has been attending the 
hearings of the metropolitan committee 
regularly of late, until the question of the 
new Washington street subway was closed 
up. As a prominent member of the Asso- 
ciated Boards of Trade, lie is very much 
interested. The Indications are that a bill 
will be passed providing that the city shall 
build the subway, provided the people vote 
to do so at the next election, and that it 
shall be leased to any reliable company on 
the same general conditions as now apply 
to the Tremont street subway. The Citi- 
zen’s Association of Boston recommended 
that the bill provide that the Elevated road 
should build it, and that the city should 
have the privilege of purchase at the end 
of a stated period. In the interest of ac- 
curacy, it may be suid that while Mr. Her- 
bert L. Harding strongly favored the bill 
as submitted, there are no tears to be shed 
if the report is otherwise. The fact is that 
a certain element in the association took 
this view of the mutter, and the friends of 
u new subway, more anxious to get the 
matter before the General Court than they 
were to light over details, acquiesced. 

Mr. Carter is going to Washington in a 
few days. 1 understand, to speak for the 
great harbor improvements of Boston. If 
the river and harbor committee agrees to 
the survey for the proposed improvements, 
it will practically mean that some 85 , 000 ,- 
000 will be spent in making Boston harbor 
® s , a f 0 port for the largest vessels. Mr. 
\\ ales of Auburndale will have t > take curt 
of the work of the harbor and land com 
imttee for a few days during these hear- 
ings, us Commissioners Emery and White 
will go to Washington also. 

Highway Commissioner Boss was before 
the committee on roads and bridges yester- 
day to advocate the recommendations of 
his board as to the work of building stute 
highways. Among these is a recommenda- 
tion that there be two engineers on the 
board, and that they receive a salary of 
85000 each, devoting all their time to the 
work, the third member to receive 81000 , 
act as chairman, and give only a portion of 
his time. It is understood to bo the idea 
that these two engineer commissioners will 
discharge the present chief engineer, divide 
t' 1 '' *tute into two halves, and each take 
cuu. 0 e of all engineering work in one of 
them. Mr. I erkius of the League of 
American Wheelmen opposes this idea as 
an effort to get rid of Mr. Ross, whom lie 
believes to be a great road builder, as the 
streets of Newton show. On this point he 
s opposed by others who suy that Mr. Ross 
is to all intents and purposes a road engi- 
cr?*; au . d that this hill would give him a 
8->00u salary, as he would be sure to be re- 
tained by the governor. The chief interest 
to Newton in this contention is us to 
whether she is going to keep or lose her 
highway commissioner. .Should the bill 
go through he would evidently have to re- 
sign one of his positions. 

The gas investigation bus reuched almost 
a farcical stage, though nobody seems to 
blame. I lie New England Gas *fc Coke 
Company refuses to have its affairs looked 
into, on the ground that there isuoauthorl

submit its books uud papers to the exami- 
nation of anybody. The committee is far 
from sure of its ground, and it may take tbu 
enactment of legislation to put it in u posi- 
tion where it cuu iusist.

Wlv i it was decided to attack Splon 
Tv op tv night, mrh the Boer trenches 
with the bayonet, intrench ns fnr as 
possible before dawn, hold on during 
the dnv, drag guns up at night, and 
thus dortilnate the Boor linos, all of tho 
plans were carefully laid. 

Oen. Woodguto was intrusted with 
the command, and Col. Thorneycroft 
with much of the arrangement and di- 
rection of the night attack. 

Guided by Col. Thorneycroft the 
force made its way successfully up the 
southern spur of the mountain, over 
most difficult and dangerous ground, 
and surprised the Boors guarding tho 
iutrenchnu nts on tho summit. 

Morning broke, nnd with It the at- 
tnck. The enemy, realizing the vital 
Importance iff the position, concen- 
trated every man and gun at his dis- 
posal for its recapture. Gen. Wood- 
gate was killed at once. 

Sir Delivers Buffer then took tho ex- 
treme step of appointing Major Thor- 
neycroft local brigadier-general com- 
manding on the {••.:::imit of Splon Kop, 
in wero 

sent i » infoi ct mi nts • 

The Roers followed, nnd accompanied 
their shells by a vigorous rille attack 
on tho hill, nnd about S:30 the position 
became most critical. The troops were 
driven almost entirely off the main 
plateau, nnd the Boers succeeded In re- 
occupving some of their trenches. 

A frightful disaster was narrowly 
averted. About twenty men In ono of 
the captured trench , s abandoned their 
resistance, threw up their hands, nnd 
called out that they would surrender. 

Col. Thorneycroft. whose great stat- 
ure made him everywhere conspicuous, 
and who was from dawn till dusk In tho 
first firing line, rushed to the spot. The 
Boers advancing to take the prisoners— 
as at Nicholson Nek— were scarcely 
thirty yards away. Thorneycroft 
shouted to tho Boer leader: 

“You may go to hell. I command on 
this hill nnd allow no surrender. Go on 
with your firing.” 

A thick nnd continual stream of 
wounded passed rearward. A village of 
ambulance wagons grew up at the foot 
of the mountain. The dead and injured, 
smashed nnd broken by the shells, lit- 
tered the summit till it was a bloody, 
reeking shambles. Thirst tormented the 
soldiers, for though water was at hand 
the fight was too close and furious to 
give even a moment’s breathing space. 
But nothing could weaken the stubborn 
vigor of the defense. Though the Brit- 
ish artillery, unable to find or reach the 
enemy’s guns, could only tear up the 
ground in impotent fury; though the 
shell fire and rille fire never ceased for 
an instant, the magnificent infantry 
maintained the defense, and night 
closed In with the British still in poses- 
sion of tho hill.

I suppose 1 might say thnt the first 
Impression made upon me was the lack 
ef what I might call the economy of 
land in the South. I think in this con- 
nection what Is most needed in the 
South to-day ts what Minnesota nml 
the Northwest already have, namely, 
German and Irish nnd Scandinavian 
farmers. 

1 mean small farmers, and that is why 
I use the expression economy of land. 

T do not wish t<> tie quoted here in any 
political conn* * ilon w lm lever, but it is 
hard to speak of tills phase of the situ- 
ation without speaking further of tho 
obstacles which have thus fnr prevent- 
ed. and nro now preventing, perhaps, 
these small farmers from coming south. 

Whenever there has been a move- 
ment of the white element toward that 
section the cry has come that in the 
field of labor they must be put side by 
side with the negro. If these people 
were treated ns they arc in Ohio, I do 
not believe that such a question would 
arise. 

In Ohio, for example, we choose our 
political lenders from the mechanics in 
the manufactories, and not, ns in Now 
York, from gatherings at the Waldorf 
or Delmonico’s, at five dollars a plate. 
These men should bo taken into tho 
town meetings, made school and church 
trustees, be reckoned with as citizens, 
and should each one be thus treated, 
doing his own work, as he does in oth- 
er states, there would result a diversifi- 
cation of agricultural products which 
would soon change the conditions nt 
work in the South. 

For example, there is no reason why 
from nil sections of tho country between 
the Piedmont region and the sen, from 
Portsmouth, through Atlanta and Co- 
lumbia, to Florida, there should not be 
sent up to the North vegetables of all 
descriptions a month or more before 
we get thorn in tho North. This truck- 
ing feature has been looked after with 
profit in the sections of tidewater and 
eastern shore Virginia, and there is no 
reason why such conditions should not 
be put at work in sections further 
South. 

The North is waiting for this early 
produce, and eager to consume it, If the 
South will only send it forward. 

But do not misunderstand me. These, 
foreigners, if brought to the South, 
must each one bo a broad winner, and 
in order to bo n bread winner content- 
edly each one must be treated as n citi- 
zen in some such way as I have out- 
lined above, and so as not to bring up 
the suggestion that he is in any manner 
brought in contact or competition with 
the negro. . „ 

I recall now a little town in Pennsyl- 
vania of 3.000 inhabitants, where each 
man tills his own ground, where each 
man has a bank account, and, would 
you believe It, in that little town there 
are two national hanks, only ten years 
old each, with $r.0,00i> capital each, with 
a surplus of $45,000 each— paying a divi- 
dend of C per cent, per annum, with * 
combined deposit of over $1,000,000.

WINSTON S. CHURCHILL. 


About 4 o’clock T. rode with Capt. R. 
Brooke. Seventh Hussars, to Splon Kop, 
to find out what the true situation was. 
We passed through the ambulance vil- 
lage, and, leaving our horses, climbed 
up the spur.

Men stag- 
gered along alone, or supported bv com- 
rades, or crawling on hands and knees, 
or carried on stretchers.

We 
were eo profoundly impressed by the 
spectacle and situation that we resolved 
to go and tell Sir Charles Warren what 
we hud seen. The fight had been so 
close that no proper reports had been 
sent to the General, so ho listened with 
great patience and attention.

Soino 
of tli • members lmd seen caterpillars, 
butter-illes and snakes, which are harbin 
gers of spring. 

Mr. Maynard continued on systematic 
zoology, sneaking first of tho foram ini ferae. 
To these minute animals we owo tho great 
clmllc cliffs of tho world. They exhibit 
many beautiful forms. Another largo 
group of ono celled animals is tho in- 
lasoria. If hay is chopped up and put 
in water and allowed to stand in the sun a 
little while, 100 or more of infusoria may 
be seen In one drop. It is higher in the 
scale than the aurcela, in that it has two 
openings where tho food is taken in and 
rejected.

hen woman suffrage was adopted in 
Colorado. I was afraid that the bet- 
ter class of women would have nothing 
to do with it, while the lower classes 
would flock to the polls. The exact 
reverse has proved to be tho case. The 
good women have taken a deep in- 
terest in public affairs, and the bad 
once— those who are bad as a class — 
can scarcely bo induced to vote at all. 
Party lines in Colorado have been 
largely wiped out by woman suffrage, 
and that is one of the principal rea- 
sons why we have had two Democrat- 
ic governors in succession, while the 
present mayor of Denver is also of 
that, comparatively speaking, minor- 
ity party. The other offices. State and 
municipal, are filled by men and wo- 
men of every complexion of political 
belief. The women voters have re- 
fused to vote for candidates whoso 
private characters arc tainted. They 
have drawn the line on gamblers, sa- 
loon-keepers and men of similar call- 
ings. Cases are numerous where can- 
didates have been defeated by the 
women’s vote because it bad been 
found that they were of immoral char- 
acter.”

DEATH OP WM. E. SHELDON. 


PROMINENT RESIDENT OF WEST NEWTON 
FOUND DEAD IN HIS BOSTON OFFICE. 

William Evarts Sheldon, a leading West 
Newton resident and prominent in literary 
work, died at his office at 3 Somerset 
street, Boston, at noon Monday. 

The end came very suddenly ns ho was 
seated at his desk, when a partner, about to 
approach him on a matter of business, dis- 
covered that ho had passed away. Mr. 
Sheldon had been in poor hcnlth the past 
few days, but nothing serious was thought 
of it by either himself or members of his 
family. 

Mr. Sheldon was horn in Dorset, Vt„ 
about 68 years ago. His preliminary edu- 
cation was received in the schools of that 
place, Luter ho entered n university nt 
Middlebury and received the degree M. A. 
from that institution. 

Shortly nfter leaving the university Mr. 
Sheldon became a teacher. In 1805 he as- 
sumed the duties of master of the Hancock 
school of Boston, Later ho taught at the 
New Britain normal school at New Britain, 
Conn. For a time lie was engaged ns in- 
structor in the schools of North and East 
Abington. His last duty in this line was 
the Waltham grammnr school, but he re- 
linquished his position there because of 
ill health. 

Mr, Sheldon removed from his home in 
Abington to Newton, and took up his rest- 
deuce on Highland street. For a time he 
had charge of a school in West Newton. 

During the latter portion of his life Mr. 
Sheldon was engaged in literary work. He 
occupied the position of manager of the 
New England Educational Journal and 
associate editor of the American Primary 
Teacher. He was prominent as a member 
of the New England Teachers’ Association 
and National Teachers’ Association, and 
held the office of president and secretary 
In both organizations. 

The Newton Lyceum, formerly one of 
the strongest organizations in the city, had 
a firm leader in Mr. Sheldon. 

As a republican Mr. Sheldon attained 
much prominence. In this city he was 
looked upon as a party “war horse." At 
the caucuses ho was always active and al- 
most invariably chosen a delegate to the 
different conventions. His knowledge of 
caucus laws was clearly recognized. 

A regular attendant at the West Newton 
Congregational church, Mr, Sheldon was a 
devout Christian nnd held in high esteem 
by many. He is survived by a wife and a 
daughter. 

The funeral took place Wednesday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock from his residence on 
Highland street. There was a large com- 
pany of sorrowing relatives and friends 
present, including many prominent educa- 
tors and those interested in religious jour- 
nalism. The officiating clergymen were 
Rev. T. P. Prudden, pastor of tho West 
Newton Congregational church, and Rev. 
II. J. Patrick, pastor emeritus of the same 
church. Tho services consisted of Scrip- 
ture reading and prayer. There were ap- 
propriate remarks by Mr. A. E. Winship. 
The remains were taken to the Newton 
cemetery for interment.

Found Dead In the Woods. 

The body of an unknown man, who had 
apparently taken his life by cutting his 
throat, was found Sunday afternoon In the 
woods off Washington street, Newton 
Lower Falls. The clothing was wot, prob- 
ably from the reoent rains, and the condi- 
tion of the body indicated that the man had 
been dead for several days. 

The body was found by Mr. T. E. Healey 
of Newton Lower Falls, who was passing 
through the woods as a short cut to his 
home on Grove street. The woods are but 
little frequented. The Riverside rifle 
range, whioli Is used by members of Co. C, 
5th regiment, and others, is a short dis- 
tance beyond, but tho men using the range 
seldom pass through the woods. 

The unknown had evidently cut his 
throat with a white-handled razor, which 
was found near his body. Nothing was 
found about the body that would lead to 
his identification, except, perhaps, a postal 
card, on tho address side of which was 
scrawled, “37 So. Russell St., Miss Murray, 
Staniford und Greene Courts." Near by 
was found a pasteboard box containing 
severul collars and cuffs, a shaving outfit 
with an empty razor case, and soyeral 
other articles. 

The suicide was apparently about GO 
years old, and had a dark complexion, was 
about 5 feet 7 inches in height, and weighed 
about 1G0 pounds. IIo was dressed in a 
neat black suit, and, although only a little 
money was found in his pockets, his ap- 
pearances indicated that ho was a well-to- 
do mechanic. 

The body wns removed to tho Newton 
Hospital morgue, where it was viewed by 
Medical Examiner Meade. 

No. 37 South Russell street is a lodging 
house, conducted by Mrs. A. Murray, who 
said there had been several persons ut the 
house during the past year or so who par- 
tially answer the description of the suicide, 
but none of them perfectly.

A BURGLAR CAUGHT. 

IIK ENTERED A WEST NEWTON HOUSE 
HUT Till" rOI.tCE CAUGHT HIM. 

The Newton police Tuesday night made 
ft most important capture, in tho person of 
a burglar, who had entered the house of 
It. I). Young, 33 Berkeley street, West 
Newton. The credit for the capture be- 
longs to Lieut. Mitchell and Sergt. Clay. 

Tho Young family are at present away 
from town, and tho house lias been in 
charge of a domestic. About 10.30 o’clock 
last evening, ns she entered tho house, she 
detected the odor of tobacco. She was 
badly frightened a minute later by seeing a 
man coining down the stairs with a big 
bundle under each arm. Sbo ran from the 
bouse to a neighbor’s, who at once notified 
tho polioe. 

Lieut. Mitchell, who was on duty at 
headquarters, by means of tho police signal 
system, soon had every officer in tho 
city on the lookout for the man. Sergt. 
Clay with a squad of officers was sent to 
tho scene, ami men were posted to guard 
every street loading from tho hill. As the 
sergeant was standing on Austin street he 
saw a man hoard the 10.33 car of tho New- 
ton Street Kail way Company hound for 
Newton Corner. 

Seeing that lie would he unable to catch 
the car, Sergt. Clay ran to the nearest 
police signal box and telephoned Lieut. 
Mitchell that the man had hoarded the car. 
Tho lieutenant decided that the burglar 
was bound for Boston and would probably 
leave the car at Nonantum square, Newton, 
lie telephoned station 1 for tho officers 
there to arrest the man. When the car 
reached the square a police officer was 
there to meet it and tho mun was arrested. 

When searched at stution 1, a complete 
set of burglar’s tools was found in his pos- 
session and also a bottle of chloroform. In 
two big bundles which ho carried was a 
quantity of money, silverware, furs and 
clothing, all valued at about $(>00. All this, 
it is supposed, was stolen from the Young 
residence. The burglar was taken to police 
headquarters at West Newton. lie refused 
to give his name rr any particulars regard- 
ing himself. lie is about ‘20 years old, 5 
feet and 11 inches in height, light com- 
plexion. ... 

The Young house was entered by forcing 
a rear pantry window. Inside everything 
was in confusion. Quantities of clothing, 
silver ware and other articles were thrown 
about the lloor. The watch dog was found 
locked iu a bathroom upstairs. 

The man was identified on Wednesday 
by Chief Inspector Murray of Cambridge 
us George E. Cummings, who had served 3 
years for a burglary in Brookline, and 
afterwards 2 years for breaking and enter- 
ing schoolhouses in Cambridge. In court 
Wednesday Cummings was hound over in 
S10.000 for the Young burglary, to which 
ho pleaded cuilty. and a second charge 
was brought against him for breaking into 
Barber Bros’, store, and he was bound 
over in $2,000 on this charge. Three knives, 
which Mr. Barber identified, were found 
upon him. 

In the man’s pocket was a memorandum 
book containing the names and addresses 
«f some of Newton’s wealthiest citizens, 
i n whom ho probably intended to call. 

11 is arrest within 20 minutes of the time 
the police were notified of tho burglary, 
and tho good work of Hie police is com- 
mended by all citizens, Cummings ad- 
mitted that ho had been out of jail only 
about two weeks.

Some 
of them had graceful wreaths, at others 
the poppies were scattered about with ap- 
parent carelessness, yet the effect showed 
that ull was the result of a good deal of 
forethought and study.

(Special Legislative Correspondence.] 

Boston, April IS. 

Double sessions today and a holiday to- 
morrow. Tho net. gain will be nothing 
this week, excepting that a half day’s 
session of the house will ho had which 
would have been lost had there been only 
nn afternoon session Wednesday. The 
progress of this General Court is slow In- 
deed. 

Air. Langford had an inspiration on Mon- 
day. For many weeks a bill lias been 
pending which will provide when enacted 
Into law, that hereafter papers filed in 
registries of deeds after hours shall be re- 
corded as having been filed with the 
opening of the office on the following 
day. The writer mentioned that the Mid- 
dlesex register cited his experience when 
city clerk of Newton on this line. On 
Alonday Air. Langford asked that the vote 
ordering this bill to a third reading ho re- 
considered, which motion prevailed, ami 
then had the hill amended by a provision 
that the present hours he adopted until 
changed by the judges of the courts. This 
was a movement in the direction of cau- 
tion, evidently. 

A former resident of Newton, Dr. 
Louis Bell, lecturer on power transmis- 
sion at tho Institute of Technology, was a 
witness before the committee on street 
railways on Monday, he arguing at length 
that the question of admitting cars of sub- 
urban lines to joint use of the Boston 
Elevated Railways tracks, was not as large 
as some would have us think. He admitted 
that he moved away from Newton Centre 
because he desired ensier access to Boston, 
and objected with a great deal of energy to 
a shot-gun quarantine about Boston. He 
had a map of the region about Boston, and 
described the sections just outside the por- 
tion served by the Boston Elevated road 
whioh had no electric cars within one 
mile. There were 2000 acres of such terri- 
tory, he said, in Brookline, and 174 square 
miles just outside the circle served by the 
Elevated. He thought it a “profound 
nuisance” to have to change cars at ter- 
minals like Chestnut Hill. James F. Shaw 
of the proposed Boston and Worcester 
road then produced a map with the 13, 30 
and 45 minute runs from the centre of Bos- 
ton shown upon it, and demonstrated that 
15-minute time on all the 14 lines connect- 
ing with the Elevated tracks, would mean 
only 84 cars an hour running iuto Boston, 
or 28 cars in each 15-minute period. He 
urged that all these cars could be brought 
into Boston without bringing a single pas- 
senger into the congested district. This 
was through bringing all the passengers 
from Brockton, Alilton, Hyde Bark, Ded- 
ham, Canton, and Norwood to the Dudley 
street station, where they could take the 
elevated cars; all the cars from the Wor- 
cester line through Brookline and on the 
Commonwealth avenue line, with possibly 
a line from Waltham to Bark square, one 
ear every ten minutes; the Lexington, Ar- 
. lington und Winchester cars to Bowdoin 
souare; and the Lowell, Billerica, No. 
Woburn and Wakefield and Alelrose cars 
through Somerville uud Alalden to Sullivan 
square. This is a very large question, but 
the fact that the Boston elevuted admits 
thousands of ears daily to its tracks and 
tho subway as far as Soollay square, over 
the Lynn and Boston lines, without tho 
slightest friction, indicates that the same 
could be done for Newton and Brookline 
if it was considered desirable. It is evi- 
dent that the residents of Brookline. New- 
ton,, Wellesley, Natick and beyond have 
made an impression on the committee on 
this issue. 

Ex-Senator Harwood ought to be grati- 
fied at the impression made by himself and 
associates on the state board of insanity 
on the minds of the hitherto unsympathet- 
ic committee on public charitable institu- 
tions this year. The committee has re- 
ported the bill for state care and control of 
the insane without a dissenting vote and 
without change from the form iu which it 
was reported. The bill not only provides 
for the state cure of the insane, but for 
the purchase ora tract of 2,000 acres with 
the buildings thereon ns tho site for a 
colony for chronic iusauo. Another pro- 
vision is for the purchase of land and 
buildings used for the care of the insane 
by cities, w hich is supposed to mean the 
Austin Farm in Koxbury or Dorchester. 

It has turned out to be impossible to 
bring the different elements together oa 
the bill to change the boundary line be- 
tween Newton and Brookline beyond 
Chestnut Hill reservoir. It was considered 
that there was u need of this as the Hue 
now passes through the rear of dwellings 
compelling people to eat in New ton and 
sleep in Brookline, the particular griev- 
ance being as to the status of these dwell- 
ings concerning sewerage. To meet the 
issue, Newton was willing to have the 
line run through the middle of the street, 
but Brookline could not spare the land, 
aud preferred the continuance of the pres- 
ent status. Aleauwhile the committee on 
cities declined to hear the matter until 
there was an agreement, and left it out 
to Air. Chadwick to urbitrutu. Mr. Chad- 
wick had instructions to report reference 
to the next Generul Court if lie failed, and 
he has done so. 

The house has substituted for an adverse 
report of the cities committee u bill to pro- 
vide that fifteen per cent of the voters in 
Melrose may secure a referendum on new 
franchises, by petition. Air. Adams of 
Alelrose asked this on Alonday and Air. 
Chadwick had the excellent good sense to 
advocate the action. That was enough 
and the house substituted the bill without 
further discussion. 

A. E. BilUhi ry has submitted to 
the committee on railroads, in behalf of 
the Alayor’s committee, a substitute for 
the Boston and Albany lease bill, provid- 
ing that tho New York Central und Hud- 
son Biver railroad shall within five years

Senator Hoar’s speech on the imperial 
policy of the present administration is tho 
most important contribution to the discus- 
sion of that question that has been deliv- 
ered. It contains a thorough and impartial 
history of the business from the very be- 
ginning, and so many partial reports have 
been given out and the chief events have 
been so censored and twisted about that 
all who wish to find out tho real condition 
of affairs will bo much indebted to Senator 
Hoar for his masterly presentation of the 
matter. The speech is of great length, but 
a large part of it is made up of evidence 
taken from papers submitted to the Senate 
and not available to the general public. 
This is very important as the imperialists 
have often denied the existence of facts 
that are revealed by Senator Hoar. The 
constitutional aspects of tho case are also 
exhaustively presented, and then Senator 
Hoar proceed^ to his iudictment of those 
responsible for this policy, which is not 
matched for force and ability in any public 
speech in our history. It is the duty of 
every citizen who wishes to have an intelli- 
gent opinion on this question to read the 
speech, and tho fact that it was made by 
such a faithful Republican as Senator Hoar 
will cause it to be read by those who 
would never look ut it if it had come from 
auother man. Senator Hoar’s reply to Iris 
critics is certainly crushing, and it is no 
wonder that it has caused dismay among 
the imperialistic ranks who see their 
evasions ami perversions of facts and their 
puerile charges shown up in such an unan- 
swerable fashion. The speech will rank 
with the great orations of Daniel Webster 
and other great leaders of thought in our 
history, and its length does not make it 
dry reading, as the extracts which have 
appeared in the daily papers are a suffi- 
cient proof. The Senator pleaded for a 
return to the principles of justice and 
truth, that have hitherto characterized our 
history, before the new policy of commer- 
cialism and piracy was adopted. 


The Boston Transcript is authority 
for the statement thst Senator Lodge is 
seriously displeased with Representative 
McCall, and thinks of having a resolution 
censuring him passed at the State House 
Convention. Sena' or Lodge is however 
perplexed because he is afraid that the 
resolution migiit be taken as a censure on 
Senator Hoar, whom he does not dare to 
attack openly and so he “is seriously con- 
cerned at the situation.” To say anything 
against tho senior senator would be t<» en- 
danger the success of McKinley in this 
state and to loosen Mr. Lodge’s hold upon 
the party, and so after all Mr. McCall may 
escape punishment for his crime. It is 
also a matter that Is troubling the bosses

Newton Education Association. 

Prof. Kdward Howard Griggs, formerly 
of Loland Stanford University, spoke in 
the lull of tho High school building, New- 
tonville, last evening, on “Tho Inllnencos 
of the Parent and the Teacher in tho Moral 
Education of Children.” 

The speaker said the great work of our 
public schools was not to teach facts, but 
to build characters, and that wlmt the 
world needed was not negatively good men. 
but strong positive characters. To build 
such must ever be the teaoher’s highest 
aim. A distinction must be drawn between 
moral education and ethical instruction, the 
latter being only a small part of the former. 
Preaching at children has little effect while 
practising before them has a great inlln- 
enee. Tho child lives in a personal world 
and what he knows of right and wrong Is 
what lie sees in us and others. Teachers 
and parents do not realize the great influ- 
ence of little things upon their ohlldren 
such as tone of voice, or the look on tho 
countenance. Three things should always 
be borne In mind in the training of chil- 
dren; sincerity, absolute Justice, and love. 
The latter can best be shown in the be- 
havior of love which is courtesy. Let us 
never treat our children in anything but a 
courteous manner. 

In closing the speaker made a strong plea 
for the more unfortunate children, that 
ttiey have more than ordinary patience ex- 
ercised with tlwm. 

The lecture was much appreciated by all 
who heard it, and it made all feel their re- 
sponsibility toward the children urder 
their care.

TOLSTOI, THE WORKER. 


You argue, the Scriptures not only 
forbid slaughter and wrongdoing of the 
most varied sort but teach the Golden 
Rule, “Do unto others as you would 
have others do to you.” You ask: “Is 
not this justification of murder a lie? 
And If it is, for whose benefit is it be- 
ing perpetrated?” 

Yes, my friend, this war doctrine Is 
a huge lie, a vile deception by men ac- 
customed to live by the sweat and blood 
of their fellow men. To make it pal- 
atable they distort the teachings of 
Christ, given to the masses for their 
own good, but In their garbled condi- 
tion a fruitful source of human misery. 

How did it happen? Very simply, 

You will notice that the German Em- 
peror frightens his burghers into silent 
submission by harrowing tales of what 
tho wily Frenchman would do. His 
French colleague pretends to see ghosts 
at tho mention of a Teuton, nnd the 
»'zar must needs be prepared for botli 
tho French nnd Dio German. So It 
goes, even to the Unspeakable Turk. 

The truth of tho matter is that neith- 
er the German nor tho French nor the 
Russian Government Is particularly 
fond of going to war with other na- 
tions. What they fear most is war. 
To have a valid excuse, however, for 
their rigid restriction of people’s lights 
they imitate the gypsy cattle-dealer at 
the horse fair. Having drugged and 
beaten his animal Into a white fury, he 
pretends to try in vain to check the 
horse’s speed. The same is true of our 
governments. 

To Justify their teachings that war — 
i. e., murder— is permissible, they are 
loud in proclaiming their adhesion to 
the Christian faith. But the Christian 
religion is In its very nature opposed 
to murder and violence. To overcome 
these seemingly grave discrepancies 
between their own teachings and those 
:>f Christ, what better way is there than 
to cripple and distort Christ’s own re- 
ligion, hiding its real meaning from the 
masses, for whom the Saviour died? 

This barbaric distortion began in 
Russia as early as the reign of Czar 
Constantine, that royal monster who 
instead of being hung was canonized. 
His posterity, our present Czars, do 
their best, of course, to preserve this 
sacrilegious fraud. They stand as an 
impenetrable barrier between tho peo- 
ple and the true meaning of Christian- 
ity, lest there should come a time

LOVE AND MARRIAGE 
IN SOCIETV.

The Income necessary for n young 
couple starting out In life together In 
New York nnd wishing to continue In 
the fashionable set is altogether rela- 
tive. The lowest possible figure Is 
Ja.OOO a year— but it could be done for 
that by careful expenditure nnd the 
wholesale and wholesome disregard of 
opera boxes, theatre tickets, carriages, 
etc. 

1 am acquainted with a very charm- 
ing woman who is in a distinctly 
fashionable clique, but lives on the ex- 
treme west side of the city because she 
can't afford to live in the vicinity of 
Fifth avenue. She manages to dress 
well, keep up a good appearance and a 
swell circle of friends on an amount 
oven less thnn that named above. She 
rarely entertains, however, as she re- 
sides in rather a small apartment, but 
she and her husband are invited to 
everything worth attending simply be- 
cause she is so brilliant nnd clever and 
entertains by her wit and originality 
those who Invite her. In this way she 
more than repays their hospitality. 
This couple received no less than twen- 
ty invitations for Thanksgiving Day. 

Many young men with rich fathers 
make the mistake of depending upon 
them for their future support, and for 
that reason make no effort to obtain 
employment for themselves. I have a 
case of this sort In mind— that of a 
young man who had a wealthy father 
and never considered the possibility of 
misfortune overtaking him. This young 
man was in love with a rich girl, but 
she did not care for him, and eventually 
he married a woman with no money at 
all; but as he had plenty from his 
father it didn’t matter. Financial dis- 
aster overtook the parent, however, and 
in consequence the son became penni- 
less. Then it was that the rich girl 
whom he had formerly loved, showed 
her noble nature. Unknown to any one 
she gave the young couple financial as- 
sistance until the youthful husband ob- 
tained employment. 

Much stress is often laid upon the 
fact that wealthy men are on the look- 
out for wealthy husbands for their 
daughters. This is not so. As a rule a 
father prefers to see his daughter mar- 
ried to a good, honorable, ambitious 
young man who has no fortune, rather 
than to an idle, fashionable fop who 
cares for nothing in life but clubs, 
clothes and a competency. 

Poor young men should not allow 
false pride to stand in the way of their 
accepting the love of a rich girl, for if 
a man has ambition the fortune is but 
a stepping stone to his goal. 

Sometimes, however, the thing doesn’t 
work out so well. I remember distinct- 
ly the case of a young man who was a 
very promising architect — I expected 
great things of him. He married a 
very wealthy girl. Well, she simply 
ruined him— carted him off to Europe, 
on the go all the time. If he attempted 
to settle down to work she pouted and 
sulked until he quit, and altogether she 
smothered every spark of ambition 
there was in him. Now he is a non- 
entity— and all because he married a 
rich girl. What do you think of a 
woman like that? For it was all her 
fault. The great trouble in estimating 
the cost of living in New York is found 
in the immense number of unlooked- 
for expenses that are continually crop- 
plng up In the way of concerts, fairs, 
..is, etc. A person 
of any social standing whatever is sup- 
posed to subscribe to all these affairs, 
while people of at all large means are 
simply swamped with tickets of all 
Eorts. 

In talking to my physician the other 
day, 1 questioned him concerning the 
reported illness of Mrs. H. 

“I understand she has nervous pros- 
tration,” 1 remarked. 

“No, madam,” he made reply; “it’s 
'nervous prosperity.’ ” 

And that’s what ails half the society 
women cl the day. 

One’s expenses in the city may be 
easily regulated to one’s Income. Now, 
old Commodore Y inderbilt told Mr. 
Sage that it didn’t cost him $10,000 a 
year to live when he was worth sixty 
or seventy miUioi.o. He had simple 
tastes, and his taates remained the 
same to the day he died.

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SHALL SUNDAY I 
BE “LORD’S DAY." 

Il.v Martinelli, Delogate Apostolic to 
the United State . 

The Latin races have used the word 
'•Dominion,” or Day of the Lord, to 
designate the first day of the week since 
the r< ign of Pope Sylvester 1.. who 
ruled the Church from A. D. :tl4 to 3.17. 

From the beginning we find that all 
those people who derive their language 
from the. Latin— the French, Italian, 
Spanish and Portuguese -do not honor 
n heathen god in the specific title which 
they give to the day which we call holy, 
hut they rail it, ns we do in ecclesiastic 
Latin. Lord’s Day— "Domlnlco" — in 
Spanish. Italian nnd Portuguese, and 
“Dlmanche” in French. 

The change which the Christian 
Church made from the Sabbath to Sun- 
dny is too well known to need discus- 
sion. The early followers of Christ 
chose the first day of the week ns the 
day of prayer rather thnn the Inst, 
mainly to commemorate His glorious 
resurrection. 
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The teachings of the early fathers 
tell us that the Holy Ghost descended 
upon the disciples on Whit Sunday or 
Pentecost, and this constitutes another 
reason for the change. The observance 
of the Sunday or day of rest does not 
emanate from the natural law, which 
would indeed require us to worship the 
author of nature during parts of every 
day rather than during a whole day of 
every week. 

There is no divine law which com- 
mands us to commemorate Sunday. 
The observance is purely' of ecclesiasti- 
cal origin, dating, however, from the 
time of the Apostles. Hut as we have 
no trace of the Sabbath being observed 
ninong the Hebrews before the time of 
Moses we need not question the au- 
thority of the Apostles to sanctify Sun- 
day and set it apart as the day on 
which we honor the resurrection of the 
Son of God. 

The Anglo-Saxon word Sunday is the 
name given to honor the Sun, the di- 
vinity considered the most powerful in 
heathen mythology. The names of the 
other days of the week are chosen to 
honor some other divinity, as Monday’, 
Luna, the moon; Tuesday, Mardi, Mars, 
the god of war; Wednesday, Woden, or 
Mercury; Thursday, or Thorday, the 
day on which Jupiter was remembered: 
Friday' was dedicated to Venus and 
Saturday to Saturn, the father of Ju- 
piter and Neptune. 

I believe that all Christian people 
should proclaim their belief in the Son 
of God by honoring His name in the 
day which they have chosen to conse- 
crate to Him. This great country is a 
Christian country, and by’ adopting the 
word “Lord’s Day’” or “Sonday” to 
honor the Word Incarnate it will bear 
witness of the truth. In the Latin we 
used to say "Dies de Dominus,” but this 
was considered too cumbersome for or- 
dinary use, so the name has become 
simply Domlnlco. 

There will be some means of simplify- 
ing the English word to meet the popu- 
lar requirements. We follow the New 
Testament as* our guide and we will 
find therein many masons for calling 
the first day of the week the “Lord’s 
Day.” Thus, there is but one passage 
in the New Testament in which we find 
the first day mentioned specifically’ as 
the Lord’s Day, namely, in the Apoc. 
i., 10. In Acts xx., 7, we are told that 
St. Paul abode seven days at Troas, 
and that on the first day of the week 
the disciples came together to break 
bread. We have every reason, both 
from revelation and from tradition, to 
consecrate the first day of the week to 
the Son of God, and to name it for Him 
is consistently and religiously to put in 
practice the theory of our belief. I am 
interested in this discussion, nnd I hope 
that it will hear good fruits among the 
believers in Christ In tills country.

WOMAN AND HER 
ACHIEVEMENTS. 

fly Julia Ward Howe. 

The changes In the position of women 
whicli this century has witnessed ap- 
pear to those who take note of them 
little less thnn miraculous. This change 
has been brought about in great part 
by women themselves, lenders of the 
sex within the sex; women who have 
keenly felt the disabilities imposed 
upon them by law nnd custom, and 
who have valorousiy striven to win 
for themselves and thoir fellows the 
outlook of a larger liberty and the in- 
spiration of n loftier interpretation of 
womanly duty. 

I was a girl in tny teens when 
Frances Wright came to tills country 
to speak in public In behalf of “Wom- 
an’s Rights.” The theme, very new 
and unpopular at that time, was not 
more odloun to the general public than 
the agency which brought It forward. 
"A woman spenk in public? How im- 
proper! How wholly unfemlnlne!” 

A few years later this voice was mul- 
tiplied. Then and there rose up women 
who dared to claim the public attention 
on the platform, and who succeeded 
in winning it. Ernestine L. Moss, Lu- 
cretia Mott, Mrs. Stanton, Miss An- 
thony and Anna Dickinson became 
known as able and eloquent speakers. 
Abby Kelly Foster, the Grlmbe sisters 
and May Stone woke the old echoes of 
New’ England to a new and brave mu- 
sic. Not without difficulty, not without 
perseverance were the triumphs of pop- 
ular oratory won by the sex. No one 
has established herself more solidly on 
this field than Mary A. Livermore, who, 
a medal scholar of a Boston public 
school, sought admittance to Harvard 
College more than forty years ago, and 
was w’arned off as an innovator of a 
dangerous type. More fortunate, Lucy 
Stone put her pennies together and ob- 
tained a deck passage to Cincinnati and 
a place among the pupils of Oberlin 
College. Even here prejudice would not 
allow her to read her own thesis at her 
graduation, and, sturdy in her deter- 
mination to speak for herself, she re- 
fused to allow’ It to be read at all. 

In the early part of this nineteenth 
century the bread-winning resources of 
women of the middle or higher classes 
were limited to needlework, trading or 
taking boarders. The remuneration 
commanded by these and kindred serv- 
ices was meagre and uncertain, and 
offered for the greater number little 
more than the keeping together of body 
and soul. 

At the period of which I speak even 
women of fortune possessed nothing in- 
dividually after their marriage. The 
ring which promised to endow’ them 
with all the bridegroom's earthly goods 
really endowed him with all that be- 
longed to them, even to the clothes 
that they wore. Their children were not 
their own. The father could dispose of 
them as he might see fit. Under these 
circumstances an unborn child might 
be, and often was. willed away from its 
mother, who thus could only look for- 
ward to the pangs of maternity, not 
the dear companionship which Is their 
sacred and natural reward. 

Few’ achievements in our century ap- 
pear more wonderful in retrospect than 
ihat of Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
in writing “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” The 
matter of her story was not new. The 
abuses of power which she chronicles 
were familiar to many in the North as 
well as in the South. The touch of 
genius so illumined and combined the 
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materials of this simple narrative that 
the heart of the nation rose up to pro- 
test against the outrageous wrong or 
slavery. 

The proposal to render women eli- 
gible for service on the School Board 
was met at first with derision and with 
serious disapproval. The late Abby W. 
May had much Uj do with the early 
consideration of this measure, and the 
work which finally resulted In its adop- 
tion bac* Its first beginning In the par- 
lors of the New England Women’s Club, 
where especial meetings were held in 
its behalf. The extension of the school 
suffrage to women followed, al ter much 
work <;n the part of men and <»f women. 
Col. T. W. liigginson, Lucy Stone and 
.Mrs. Livermore ail uni tad in pressing 
this important matt r upon tie- notice 
of the public. A number of States have 
conceded so much of the franchise to 
their women.

JOSEPH LOOK ON JINGOES. 


HE ASSAILS IMPERIALISM IN ENGLAND 
AND TIIE UNITED STATES, 


Rev. Joseph Cook spoko with Ills old 
fervor nt Berkeley Temple, Sunday after- 
noon. on “Christian and Cormorant Im- 
perialism.” 

There was no jingoism in his speech. Ho 
criticised Joseph Chnmberinin n little, hit 
Cecil Rhodes very hard, nnd hurled some 
very strong orthodox language at jingoes in 
general. Ho said that the English lion of 
such men as Chamberlain and Rhodes was 
a whining jackal — a thief and a robber — 
while the real English lion, the Hon of such 
men ns Bright nnd Gladstone nnd Cobden 
nnd Cromwell, wns n noble nnimal. 

He said that this whining jackal found 
its prototypo In America in the commercial 
cormorant, which was not by any means 
the eagle of the republic. 

Ho does not believe the United States 
has any right to buy people, nor take them 
into the government of the country w Ithout 
their consent; but ho felt that the United 
States would cotno to its senses before long 
in this mntter. 

"When you take a region like the Philip- 
pines it Is not expansion, it is accretion. 
You can etilnrgo a tree by nailing slats 
around It, but that does not enlarge its 
growth. 

”We put a tariff on Puerto IHco to pay 
her expenses — we are not to treat all sugar 
growers alike. Hawaii is a case of expan- 
sion beyond sen9 that Is a sort of engrafted 
expansion. It may make a state like some 
southern states full of southern notions 
about labor and capital. 

“Cuba wants to take one breath of free- 
dom. 1 have no objection. You cannot found 
white republics In the tropics. White nien 
will not move to the tropios permanently. 
The tropics belong to the colored races. I 
believe with James Russell Lowell that the 
declaration of independence was meant for 
all the zones of the world. 

“But in America there are two birds — 
the American eagle with bis vast power to 
see from great hights and look at the sun, 
and with his strong talons capable of self- 
defense; then there Is the American cor- 
morant, that bird which is the glutton of the 
seashore, an enormous eater, always want- 
ing more; ho represents conscienceless 
commerce. There is a greed fostered by 
our immense commercial opportunities 
which is cruel. 

“The Christian imperialists of England 
and the United States may always clasp 
hands, but I do not like this sympathy be- 
tween the cormorant and the jackal. 

“I do not like to he called a "little Ameri- 
can,” but 1 am not a turncoat American nor 
a cormorant American. My contention is 
that Americans cannot become cormorants 
without becoming turncoats. 

"The Philippine soldier has proved him- 
self to bo brave, bright and alert— we have 
not caught Aguiimldo yet, but he deserves 
respect. 

“Europe tells us that until 10 years ago 
she did not believe we would ever hold 
vassals. It isn’t in us to rule foreign 
peoples nnd we have no right to. It isn’t 
in us to do it, and we must not let the jack- 
al jingo press egg us on. Taxation without 
representation is tyranny— a proposition 
that is yet reverenced in America. 

“Such noble work as Harvard College Is 
about to do this summer for the Cuban 
teachers is what we want to do. Teach 
them. That is what I call Christian Im- 
perialism. Cuba will come in of her own 
accord, one of these days, when the 
Cubans are educated. 

“I, like Senutor Hoar, would he glad of 
some arrangement with the Philippines 
sucli as we huve with Cuba 

“We must make Christian imperialism 
supersede cormorant imperialism. Just as 
the lion has triumphed over the jackal 
again and again, so we must triumph over 
the cormorant.”

GOOD INFLUENCE OF 
THE STAGE WOMAN. 

By Daviil Belasco. 

The bad woman of the modern drama 
is a good inlluenee In the modern world. 
1 say ibis fearlessly because 1 know 
something of wliat she has done. The 
good woman 1ms bad the center of the 
stage for many years. We have all 
suffered with her sufferings und re- 
joiced in her happiness, but have we 
been greatly improved by the specta- 
cle of her joy or of her misery? 1 think 
not. 

We take the good woman for granted. 
She has been born good. All her sur- 
roundings have been good. If Bhe were 
bad It would be monstrous, and we 
should hate her. But being good, we 
regard her goodness as a matter of 
course. It does not Impress us deeply. 
It is commonplace. 

The bad woman Is different. She In- 
terests us powerfully, because we are 
unaccustomed to her. We look upon 
the good woman as we might on a well- 
Icurned lesson, or on the sun, or upon 
our sisters. She has been our daily 
companion all our lives. 

But the bad woman is something 
novel. I do not mean to say that bad 
women are so few- in dally life, but we 
do not always know that they are bad. 
The good woman confides in us. She 
tells us of her goodness. But the bad 
woman Is reticent. She lias all the 
fascination of a mystery. 

The bad woman has worn a mask 
for many centuries, which has con- 
cealed her good qualities as well as her 
evil ones. In removing this mask the 
modern drama has done the world a 
double service. It has shown her critics 
that the bad woman is not all bad, and 
it has shown her possible imitators that 
the life they have contemplated is one 
of mystery. 

Under the glare of the stage lights 
the bad woman is shown as she really 
is, as her critics do not know her, as 
her dally associates do not know her, 
as no one on this earth knows her ex- 
cept her God and herself, and perhaps, 
in a lifetime, one sympathetic friend— 
or two. I say that this Is an impres- 
sive spectacle— one not to be lightly 
cried down, but to be considered and 
remembered and discussed, as one of 
the most pitiful conditions which con- 
front the world to-day. 

We learn from it, perhaps, that the 
bad woman was born bad; that her 
childhood was one which stifled every 
good impulse in her; that she never 
could have been good, and yet In that 
woman’s life comes a day when she 
would give her heart’s blood — when 
she would go down into hell, if by so 
doing she could gain the right for even 
one clay to call herself pure. 

What a spectacle, what a sublime 
warning, what a mountainous exam- 
ple is seen there! llow vast and ter- 
rible it is beside the simple sermon 
of a good life! I myself have seen lost 
women leave the theatre after an hour 
of Camille or Zaza with every atom of 
their better nature in revolt against 
the life they led. Perhaps the impulse 
passed. . Perhaps their environment 
was too strong, and they fell back once 
more into the old life. But I say that 
if only for a day, an hour, nay, a mo- 
ment, the modern drama brings pure 
emotions to those worn hearts, it has 
not been in vain, and if it so deeply 
affects such as they, how much more 
powerful must be its influence upon 
better women who, perhaps at the mo- 
ment, are struggling against the tempt- 
ation to do wrong. 

There is where the bad woman of the 
modern drama exercises her influence 
for good, and the good woman herself 
possesses no power which will even 
compare with it. it is well, I believe, 
that the world should not forget the 
misery which goes with an evil life, 
nor the forgiveness which it should ex- 
tend to the penitent, and yet it is for 
preaching these truths that the mod- 
ern drama is condemned. The gentle- 
men of the pulpit cry out upon us that 
the bad woman should have no place 
in poetry, in literature, no place upon 
the stage, yet they give the lie to their 
teaching by bestowing upon her a place 
in the churches, for Mary Magdalene 
was a bad woman and the story of her 
repentance Is preached from every pul- 
pit In Christendom. When the women

ugaln, they give the He to Christ him- 
self, who said to the mob, “Let him who 
is without sin among you cast the first 
stone," and then to the woman, “Go 
and sin no more!” 


AMERICAN HORSES IN RUSSIA. 
(By W. R. Holloway Consul-General at 
St. Pett-jburg). 

A few years ago American horses 
could start i:i till races in Russia, but 
they were so much faster than the Rus- 
sian horses that they were burred from 
the big races in order to protect their 
own interest; but as a majority of Rus- 
sian horsemen now own American 
horses, and more ure constantly being 
bought, there is a growing sentiment in 
favor of their being permitted to start 
in all races except those intended ex- 
clusively for Russian horses. At one 
time it was noted with satisfaction that 
American horses hud been purchased 
for the Russian imperial studs, but re- 
cently every horss having American 
blood has been removed from these 
studs. Disinterested persons declare 
this to be short-sighted policy, und say 
the Americans do not cure what nation- 
ality a horse is provided he Is fast; umi 
notwithstanding American horses are 
the best trotters In the world, there will 
be a big demand In the United States 
in the near future for Russian mares, 
because ufter Interbreeding the dif- 
ferent families for so many years Amer- 
icans will be glad to get an outcross 
with trotting blood and muscle. 

Horses ure driven at a furious rate, 
even through the principal streets of 
Hi. Petersburg, there being no limit to 
speed in the city limits, the centre of 
die streets, next to th street-car tracks, 
being reserved f<>r the fast driving. 
During the winter months single, double 
and time-horse abicust sleighs clash 
along the streets at tbree-und-a-half 
and four-minute «• its.

Concerning: some People who went to the 
Easter Service. 

To the Editor of the Giurmc 

On two previous occasions I have taken 
it upon myself to call attention to the large 
attendance at ail our churches in Newton 
on Easter day. Every year the humblest 
chapels and largest buildings arc crowded 
Easter morning and evening. Why do not 
the same number of persons attend every 
Sunday ? 

A very careful count was made nwhlle 
ago in one district of our city, and it was 
found that only two persons out of ten 
were in the churches in that district that 
autumn Sunday morning. Allowance was 
made for the sick and feeble minded, for 
the babies and those who had to look after 
them, for the people who went far afield, 
seeking after novelties in religion, and yet 
there was the terrible fact that only one- 
fifth of the well people with sound minds 
were at public worship that morniug. 

Suppose the count had been made last 
Sunday ! 

IIow then are we to explain the neglect 
that is evident on fifty-one Sundays in the 
year ? 

Why is not the attendance ou ordinary 
Sundays like that on Easter? 

One reason, no doubt, is the fact that 
some of the people of our city have not the 
remotest idea that public worship is a 
duty. And yet even the heathen feel con- 
strained to pay homage to their deities. 

Can people live in a Christian land and 
be less reverential towards the one true 
God than men who worship idols? 

Another reason for the neglect is that 
some of our neighbors have the notion that 
they are unbelievers in Christianity. They 
have studied a little science and a little 
philosophy, ami have learned something of 
the disputes of religious people over creeds 
and confessions said to be outworn, and 
the result is that they are confused in 
mind, and are disposed to cull themselves 
unbelievers, or if not that, then agnostics. 
The fact is they are neither, and when 
they are willing to be honest with them- 
selves thej|wll ucknowlidge their alle- 
giance to the only faith that satisfies rea- 
son and heart and conscience. 

The sped il • reason for the neglect of 
regular church going on the part of others 
is the dread that they will not be welcome. 
They think of the church as they think of 
dubs uud societies, "You must first get in 
with a set and then you are at home.” 

Perhaps the church has sometimes 
seemed to he inhospitable, if not forbid- 
ding, but if there is anything that charac- 
terizes our Newton churches today it is the 
desire to welcome every one, 

As the president of the ministers union, 
representing various religious bodies in 
this city, 1 can say to the non church going 
part of our population that they are sure 
of a welcome whenever they enter auy 
church in our city. Try it next Sunday. 
You need uot wait until next Esater before 
you come again. Come any Sunday. You 
cannot come too often. You will he wel- 
come every Sunday in the year.

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THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

COMPROMISE REPORT OF SPECIAL COM 
MITTEE ADOPTED AND T1IE STUDY OF- 
LATIX IN THE EIGHTH GRADE WILL BE 
REDUCED ONE-IIAI.F— WOMEN’S CLUBS 
WILL HAVE CHARGE OK RICE AND 
JACKSON SCHOOL BUILDINGS FOR SUM- 
MER SCHOOLS— OTHER INTERESTING 
BUSINESS. 

Chairman Benner called the board to 
order Wednesday evening at 7.52. There 
was only one absentee, Rev. Dr. Hamilton 
of Ward 1 . 

City Treasurer Eanlett notified the board 
that the amount of dog tax received up to 
Feb. 1 was $2,549.94. 

An order granting Clara H. Thompson, 
au assistant at the Franklin school, West 
Newton, a leave of absence from May 1 , 
was referred to the finance committee. 

Superintendent Fifield in his report said 
there had been no changes in the person- 
nel of the teaching force during the past 
month. The number of those pupils and 
teachers absent on account of illness con- 
tinue to remain unusually large. At the 
opening of tho schools after the April holi- 
days eight teachers were unable to attend 
on account of illness. Nothing was done 
to relieve tho crowded condition at the 
Williams school aud there was assurance 
that the new Bigelow building would he 
ready for occupancy in the fall. 

The committee on text books and courses 
of study reported recommending that the 
amount of time devoted to Latin in the 
eighth grade be reduced one-half, and the 
amount of work expected of the pupil be 
reduced accordingly. 

Mr. Huntington said he thought the com- 
mittee was in deep water. Newton schools 
were quite in udvancc of those of many 
other cities In the introduction of Latin in 
grammar grades. The proposition offered 
Dy the committee he looked upon as a com- 
promise, but considered it a good one. 
Educators agreed that the earlier the study 
of foreign languages was begun tho better 
for the pupil. T here was weakness in the 
present system in view of tho fact thut 
pupils began Latin before they hud mas- 
tered the English language. Mr. Hunting- 
ton continued pointing out where the study 
of Latin aud English grammar c( uld be 
successfully combined. 

Mr. Gorham of Ward 3 didn't seo the 
occasion ot a compromise. Other cities 
and their doings should have no effect on 
Newton in this regard. Jle had heard Latin 
in the eighth grade was au experiment, it 
was an experiment, one thut had n ;t been 
tried out. lie thought it should certainly 
be tried out 

Then discussion at this point became al- 
most informal, there being a difference of 
opinion regarding Hie time that Latin was 
last introduced ll was quite agreed that 
the step was taken by the school bourd 
about 5 years ago. 

('apt. Howard of Ward 3 thought there 
was such a tiling as overcrowding the 
curriculum. This hud been the cry of 
many, and in his mind the amount of Latin 
iii the eighth grade could be beneficially re- 
duced, thus relieving the overcrowded nrss. 

Mr. liuutiiigioii suid Mr. Adams ot the 
High school favored Latin in the eighth 
grade. Later a letter to this effect from Mr. 
Adams addressed to the super intendent 
was reud. 

Mr. Luitu icier said he had asked for the 
committee’s iuvc.-tigatioii of the subject, bt- 
cau.se Newton Highlands residents had re- 
monstrated with him, -axing there was too 
much expected of each pupil. The line of

Latin was not taught in tin grammar 
schools ot Cambridge, Hartford or Spring- 
field. fie insinuated that Newton pupils 
read mote Latin than colleges required, aud 
believed the committee's report to be for 
the best interests ol the pupils. Mr, Lull- 
wider 's aun-ndmeiu was not seconded aud 
the committee's report was accepted. 

The finance committee reported the April 
department expenses to have been $18,017, 
aud uu order covering this amount wus 
later adopted. 

The committee appointed to consider the 
petltiou of the Newton Centre Women's 
Club asking for the use of the tiasement 
aud first door of the Lice school building, 
in w hich lo conduct a summer school dur- 
ing July ami August reported w ith several 
ibcoiumeudutious it was the committee's 
belief thut the it was propel to Use the 
bloyd upuaruius at present installed in the 
Hyde building at New'.ou 11 ighlamls, thut 


the building should bo insured for at least 
$30,000 duriug the time of its occupancy by 
th& Newton Centre Women’s Club, and all 
apparatus, and further that in granting this 
the city would be relieved of all expense. 

Mr. Dewey thought the schools were 
closed daring the summer for tho purpose 
of giving the pupils a rest. Ho did not 
consider such schools a necessity. lie be- 
lieved that the board would be establishing 
a bad precedent by granting the request of 
tho Newton Centre organization, "if these 
women desire the schools for cooking why 
thats only a fad,” added Mr. Dewey. He 
desired to have the subject laid on the 
table. 

Dr, Ilortibrooke expressed a hope that 
such action as proposed by Mr. Dewey 
would not bo taken. Ho commended the 
spirit of the Newton Centre Women's 
Club, which he thought should be properly 
recognized by the school board. 

Mr. Howes was in favor of granting the 
request and said that the Social Science 
Club intended asking a similar request of 
tho school board. Mr. Howes had with 
him a communication from tho latter club. 

There was at this point some discussion 
regarding the insurance provision imposed. 
Mr. Howes championed it and moved that 
the permit be granted exclusive of insur- 
ance clause. 

Mr, Rand told of the need of the summer 
school, what interest the movement had 
provoked in New ton Centre and how many 
had requested tuition in the different 
branches The numbers included nearly 
200 . 

Mr. Bacon said tho committee of ladies 
that had met tho sub committee of the 
school hoard had quite agreed to the in- 
surance, realizing tho necessity of it. 

Mr. Huntington said that at the time the 
women of Newton Centro had been turned 
down (2 years ago), on their petition thut 
cooking be introduced in the public schools, 
he as a member of the committee on text 
books and courses of study had recom- 
mended leave to withdraw, suggesting ut 
the same time that the women’s clubs take 
the matter in hand and defray the expenses. 
At this time Mr. Huntington felt lie should 
be the very member to champion tho cause 
and he did so most heartily. 

A motion to relieve the women's clubs 
from the insurance provision was carried, 
consequently there will lie no insurance ol 
the Rice or the Jackson buildings. 

It was stated during further discussion 
that the buildings would be turned over to 
the regular janitors in sulllcient time for 
the annual cleaning prior to the opening in 
September. 

There was a suspension of the rules that 
the same permission might be granted the 
Nodal Science Club under the same restric- 
tions. Tho latter club will use, us bus been 
stated, the Jackson building at Nonutitum. 

It was thought, before the matter was 
disposed of, that proper notice of the school 
board's uct should be given the city gov- 
ernment. Mr. Bacon rummaged through 
the city churter and disclosed a section that 
gave the board full power to turn the build- 
ing over for use of tills character without 
tin* official knowledge of the city govern- 
'"eut. Mr. Bacon said, "If the school 
burns down, its on the school board and 
not on the mayor.” 

Mr. Howes said that lie was sure school 
buildings had been given over for other 
purposes, particularly dancing, and he be- 
lieved there hud been as much “hot stuff ” 
as cooking would promise. 

it was voted to request the city govern- 
ment to uttend to the mutter of increased 
accommodations at tho Williams school, 
Auliurndale. 

Mr. Bailyof the board of aldermen ex-

Tho twenty-seventh meeting of the May- 
nard Chapter of the Newton Natural His- 
tory Society held April 13th, 1900. This 
was a very interesting meeting to all 
those present as it marked tho opening of 
the new lecture room. It was filled to its 
extreme limits. After the minutes of the pro 
ceding meeting had been read and ap- 
proved, tho president gave a short account 
how the Maynard Chapter had tuken up 
the work of the old Newton Natural His- 
tory Society and spoke brielly of its pro- 
gress. At this point Mr. Bailey, secretary 
of the Old Society, came in and congratu- 
lated tho Chapter on tho successful ter- 
mination of their endeavors in obtaining 
a new lecture room for their meetings. 

Miss A. M. Courtney read tho first paper, 
the subject being, "Some Experiments 
Concerning the Sleep Movements of Clover 
and other Plants ” 

Miss Noyes then spoke on "Fond 
Slimes” which wo see so abounduntly in 
brooks and ponds. These plants contain 
chlorophyll and starcii. They give off 
oxygen and take in carbon dioxide. Site 
also spoke of pleurococcus found every- 
where on shady sides of trees and rocks. 
There are two groups, those blue green in 
color and those bright green in color. I’ond 
slimes and pleurococcus are good exam- 
ples of unicellular plants containing 
chlorophyll. Mr. Stanley Scott then read 
a poem addressed to Mr. Maynard written 
by Mr. Hubert Scott. A copy of this poem 
will appear later. 

The following poem written by Theodore 
Parker was then read.

(Special Legislative Correspondence. ] 

Boston, April 2 . 7 . 

Thu llouso tins begun morning sessions, 
which Isa very necessary thing for It to 
do if It endeavors to cut down Its orders of 
the day of 20 pages to anything like a 
decent length. The House is very niggard- 
ly In Its treatment of the upper bran oh, 
passing a very few measures along for dis- 
cussion there, and of course the result Is 
going to be that sometime between tho 
middlo and the last of May the Senato will 
be sitting and sweating over the matters 
the llouso should have givtm It long be- 
fore; while the members of tho llouso will 
hold the Senate up to ridionle ns a slow 
old body anyhow. 

Mr. Langford, in the chair of the water 
supply committee, attempted on Monday 
to get light on a very peculiar bill. It was 
the petition of the mayor of the city of 
Worcester for an not to acquire additional 
land and rights to Increase its wuter sup- 
ply; and providing that tho city might take 
and hold by purchnse or otherwise such 
lands in fee or otherwise, easements and 
rights of way in tho towns of Holden, Fax- 
ton and Leicester, as the city council of 
tho city of Worcester may from time to 
time judge necessary. That section was 
reninrknble enough, but the third section 
was even more so, us it provided that the 
city for tho purpose of defraying all costs 
ami expense, Incident to tho nets author- 
ized, etc., and for necessary expenditures 
in connection with the Improvement, de- 
velopment and extension of its water 
works, sliuuid be authorized to borrow 
from time to time such sums of money as 
the city council should vote, and issue 
therefore its notes, bonds, or certificates of 
indebtedness. Snob securities were to bo 
denominated "Worcester water scrip,” to 
bo payable at such time or times and bear 
such rate of interest ns said city council 
might determine. In other words, the 
city council of Worcester may, by this bill, 
go anywhere within certain limits, help it- 
self to any lands or other property it de- 
sires, issue an\ where from $1,000,000 to 
$20,000,000, or mere in securities, to run 100 
years or a thousand if it pleases, at a rate 
of interest of from one per cent to 100. Un- 
doubtedly, this is the broadest bill that 
has come into the general court this year. 
Nothing could be imagined that could be 
broader, unless the whole of Massachu- 
setts was presented to the city of Worces- 
ter as a source of water supply, The 
funny part of it is that tho txecutlvo and 
legal authorities at Worcester are unable to 
see that anything is the matter with this 
measure. 

Asa contrast to this the committee on 
the same day had a modest petition from 
Pittstiekl for authority to issue a few 
thousand dollars in water bonds. This 
city with 23,000 inhabitants lias thus far 
spent but $100,000 for her water supply. 
Worcester, last year, was authorized to 
spend $ 770,000 additional, aud nobody 
seems to know what use she made of that 
authority. 

The metropolitan committee took a trip 
on Friday to Lynn, Wakefield, and Stone- 
ham, looking over locations for boulevards. 
Tho probability is that the committee will 
report adversely upon all boulevard bills, 
but it is understood that so far as the 
Lynn boulevard is concerned, strenuous 
efforts will be made to substitute a bill 
for the adverse report, if it could come 
from either the metropolitan or the ways 
and means committee. Meanwhile, at the 
request of the metropolitan affairs com- 
mittee the park commissioners have fur- 
nished a list of every purchase and im- 
provement that has been made thus far in 
tho line of metropolitan parks and boule- 
vards; aud has also given a list of each con- 
templated improvement or land taking. 
The commissioner recommended but three 
expenditures for new work this year. One 
of them is lor the completion of a park in 
Worcester, which the State, or the district 
rather, is in honor bound to build under 
agreement, through which Winchester has 
already expended $<>o,(XK) on her part. 
Another is the completion of the Revere 
Beach parkway, already partially built, 
but for which a new appropriation fur sub- 
soiling is required. The other expenditure 
recommended is for rebuilding the bridge 
at Mattapan, which is in such a dangerous 
condition that it is considered an unsafe 
act to longer neglect it. 

Meanwhile it will probably interest tho 
readers of the Graphic to know that 
through an iuadvertauce, for which the 
court may be responsible, or which may 
be laid at the door of the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s department, the long expected ap- 
portionment of the expense of metropolitan 
parks and boulevards which was to have 
been assessed this year, and upon which 
the (irst payment it wus presumed would 
be made, will have to go over again. A 
short time since, at the request of the 
park board the attorney general asked tl:e 
court to appoint the commissioner to ap- 
portion these assessments. When the 
mutter reached the court writs were issued, 
calling upon tho logul representatives of 
the towns and cities in the -district to ap- 
pear in Juno. This means, of course, that 
the commissioners will be appointed at the 
time, but that it will be utterly impossible 
to put the first assessment into the state 
tax of the metropolitan municipalities this 
year. 

Senator Hay did excellent service, on the 
line that would probably be endorsed by 
the people of his district, during tho dis- 
cussion on the Cape Cod Canal bill in the 
upper brunch, lie offered an amendment 
to the bill which provided that the board 
of harbor and laud and railroad commis- 
sioners, sitting jointly, might decide upon 
the sum of money reasonably requisite to 
built tiieeunal, but that only 80 per cent 
of that total amount should tie issued by 
the company, unless it should bo found 
when it hud been expended that it was in- 
adequate. This amendment Senator Kay 
withdrew when he became satisfied that 
tho amendment offered by the friends of 
tho measure and accepted by its opponents 
covered the ground in a different way. 
While it would appear to many that tin* 
company has secured nothing -out of all 
tho weeks ot debate on thebili which final- 
ly pu»s(*tl the upper branch, it should be 
noted that it has secured one very impor- 
tant concession. Commissioner Bishop 
and his associates on Hie joint board last 
summer daily refused the request of Gov- 
ernor lloutwell, acting as counsel for tho 
compuny, that the entire $12,000,000 in 
slock and bonds should be decided by the 
commission to be reasonably requisite or 
that such other sum as it determined 
through its engineers should bo so ap- 
proved. The joint board gave its opinion 
in its decision thut $12,000,000 would be r»- 
quisitH to build the canal, hut permitted 
only an issue of something like $120, (too. 

It will be seen, therefore, that notwith- 
standing all the talk us to stock watering 
and not withstanding the Hut refusul ul 
the Senate to agree, thut, when l lie canal 
is completed the company shall have the 
right to issue uu\ huluuco of stock aud 
bonds reinuiuliig, it has secured the thing 
lor which Governor Bout well pleaded bi - 
l loro the joint board. What the House will 
do about this it is impossible to suy at 
this writing.

Under our pres- 
ent system of conducting political affairs, 
conventions are getting to he as useless as 
the Electoral College.

THE HUMANITIES 
OF ANY WAR. 

By Gen. 0. 0. Howard, V. .S, A. 

I have been asked to write on the 
established amenities of civilized war- 
fare. 

There are well-settled principles of 
modern international law nnd custom 
of service: 

3. Concerning Prisoners of War. — The 
published regulations which pertained 
to prisoners of war, issued, by the War 
Department in 1SG1, with which I was 
familiar at tho outbreak of our civil 
war, were brief— to- wit: Prisoners on 
capture were to be disarmed nnd sent 
to the rear, nnd prompt returns made 
specifying number, rank nnd corps. 

Rank was to be carefully observed 
nnd private property duly respected. 
Obedience of the captives was required 
nnd a ration daily given to each. 

The enemy’s wounded were to have 
the same care ns our wounded; but spe- 
cial allowances over and above those 
named, also paroles nnd exchanges 
were left to be settled by specific con- 
ventions between the belligerents. 

A single phrase lias since then been

added to our regulations which is now- 
part of the international agreement, 
viz.: “Prisoners of war shall be treated 
by the captor with humanity.” 

The Geneva Convention of 1SG4, in 
which eleven nationalities were repre- 
sented, succeeded in establishing a few- 
important rules for mitigating some of 
the evils of war, particularly those re- 
lating to the sick and wounded: 

1. They made hospitals and ambu- 
lances for all wounded neutral. 

2. The medical-service people and 
chaplains, all engaged in the care of 
the wounded, were to participate in the 
benefit of that neutrality. 

3. Inhabitants, non-combatants, to 
be allowed to aid and care for the 
wounded without detriment to them- 
selves. 

4. Soldiers wounded or ill to be eared 
for regardless of nationality. 

5. The distinguishing badge and flag 
to be uniform for ambulances and hos- 
pitals — a red cross on a white ground, 
with the national flag near at hand. 

The provisions have been agreed to 
by nearly all civilized powers, tho 
United States having acceded to them 
in 1882. 

We may add concerning our own 
custom of service during our civil war 
that it was universal to observe these 
or similar humane regulations. In 
those instances on either side where 
prisoners, wounded or sick men were 
otherwise treated, there was strong 
protest from all quarters and deep feel- 
ing of indignation manifested. The 
principle of action demanded, however, 
was as clear as day. nnd that principle 
was humanity, resulting in kind treat- 
ment. 

During that great contest we had the 
Sanitary and the Christian Commission 
to supplement all the possible govern- 
mental relief to prisoners, to sick and 
wounded; and during the Spanish, war 
came forward the International Red 
Cross Society, tiie Army and Navy 
Christian Commission and other pri- 
vate benevolence for the same purpose. 
Such were some of the amenities that 
appeared to mitigate sorrow and suf- 
fering in those times when the clouds 
of disaster were heaviest. 

2. Concerning Soldiers Who Offer to 
Surrender.— Lawrence on International 
Law- says: “Recent wars between civ- 
ilized powers have afforded no instance 
of the slaughter of a garrison.” We 
thought we had a case of such slaugh- 
ter at Fort Pillow, but tho evidence 
since the waij, it is claimed, shows that 
tho soldiers of the garrison, as n rule, 
kept to their arms nnd resisted sur- 
render. 

The loss of tiie Confederates wan very 
excessive when in 3bC4 Fort McAllister 
was taken, but the commanding officer 
refused to surrender, so that Gen. lla- 
zen’s men were obliged to pursue and 
defeat them from traverse to traverse. 
Of course, soldiers defeated on the bat- 
tle-fleld are entitled to have eon:- id red 
the least sign of a wish to surrender.

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SOLDIERING IN MANILA.

Feb. 11, 1000. 

Hear Mother :-Hero it is Sunday, and 1 
am sitting in a bamboo shack in n light sum- 
mer shirt; there Is just breeze enough to 
make it comfortable. The boys of my squad 
are busy getting ready their supper of 
bacon.hardtaok and coffee. Billy White, the 
cook, and myself, had such a large dinner, 
that we decided to put in the time writing. 

The shack, 1 speak of, is a one-story af 
fair, set off the ground on posts about six 
feet: it is made of bnmboo, except the roof, 
which has bnmboo rafters and is thatched. 
The floor is of split bamboo about ono inch 
wide, and laid one half Inch apart, giving 
ubnndnnt ventilation. 

All our boys are quartered in shacks, the 
natives having nil vamoosed before the 
town was taken, we immediately took pos- 
session of those we required. When they 
came back they wanted to move into them, 
but had to go elsewhere for lodgings. They 
do not need many express wagons when 
they move, as all they have is on their 
backs; also n few pots in which to cook 
their grub, and possibly a suit or two. It 
is their fashion whenever an American 
column approaches to take a town, or when 
a Filipino mob comes back trying to retake 
it, (which seldom happens,) the natives get 
out and wait In the woods till the trouble 
is over, when after a wait of a day or so. 
they return, and everything commences to 
go on as quietly as ever. 

We left the Nipa Barracks, which are 
about three miles from the Walled City, on 
the 3d of January. The barracks there are 
built of bamboo and were originally used 
by the Spaniards. From there we marched 
to San Pedro Macati. a distance of six 
miles, arriving there at eleven o’clock. 

Now, to go back to the time when I wrote 
yon last on the transport ; we landed on the 
19th and marched up a boulevard about lf.u 
feet wide, through the centre of which 
was a narrow’ park about 50 feet wide, on 
which, about every quarter of a mile, was 
erected a band stand, where during the 
evening the various military bands play. 
Up and down on either side the various 
people of the city, including the vnrlous 
military oflicers, drive in the peculiar carri- 
ages they have in this man’s country. It 
certainly was a pretty sight, with thu wo- 
men in their many colored dresses and 
wraps 

The boulevard extends about two miles 
from the water front where it ends in a 
narrow business street, paved, and stone 
buildings on either side, used by various 
kinds of nietylmtUs. We marched up this 
street half a mile when we swung to the 
left up Uerran street on which is located 
the barracks. 

We reached them at 9.30, everything w as 
in darkness, and, as the quartermaster had 
not put in nu appearance, it was a ques- 
tion whether wo would got any supper. 
But it did not amouut to much as we were 
so tired that we were glad enougli to lie 
down and have a good sleep without the 
supper. At 10.30 the grub was passed 
around, and consisted of canned corned- 
beef and hardtuck, but I didn’t bother to 
get any. 

The next day or two we used in getting 
acquainted with our surroundings, ami it 
certainly was a novelty. We had been 
there about three days when the compauy 
was ordered to l’aco Cemetery to do guard 
of honor over General Lawton's body, 
which was lying in state in the chapel, he 
having been killed a few days before on 
the South line. It was quite an honor for 
the company as there were a number of 
other regiments in barracks through Ma- 
nila. While we were there, the rest of the 
First battalion and the whole of the third, 
were ordered out on the line. We were 
disappointed at not being able to go but we 
could nut be in both places at once, so 
swallowed our disappointment. 

At the close of ten days, the body of 
General Lawton, with due ceremony, was 
removed to the Transport Thomas, ami we 
returned to the regiment for duty. 

In the meantime the 3d and 1st battalion 
had gone out on the line as far as ban 
Matao, and finding the insurgents strongly 
intrenched in the rear of that town, they, 
with part of the 11th cavalry and a battalion 
of the 15th, charged and took them, the 
niggers retreating to the mountains; our 
1st battalion was sent in pursuit, while the 
3d battalion and the lltli cavalry and 45th 
returned to their regiment. 

After a rest of a few days the 3d battalion 
also the 2d and our compauy started out 
and went on the hi ck which brought us to 
the town of San Pedro Macate, where us I 
said before, we went into camp. Beside us 
were camped the 30th and part of the 17th, 
In the evening tire 4th aud 11th cavalries 
pulled up near us, we four regiments, tire 
4th and lltli cavalry and tbe -Kith and 30th 
infantry, forming bclnvan’s Brigade, known 
as the flying brigade. 

We spent the first day resting and the 
next morning the three companies of the 
1st battalion came in. Talk about hoboes! 
They were a sight, us they had been doing 
some hard old hycking out through the 
mountains; they had a line growth of beard, 
their clothes were torn, and some had no 
shoes; those who hud any were pretty w’ell 
done up. 

That noon the lltli ami 4th cavalries 
went out. About two hours later tlie 3oth 
followed, and at 4 o’clock wo inarched out 
and hacked till 7.30 that evening, when we 
went Into camp neur the 47th outpost. 

We were up the next morning at 4.30 and 
were ready for the trail at 0 o’clock; we 
Were, as was Co. (\ detailed as rear guard ; 
also guard for the bull and wagon train, 
Jt was slow going as the bulls they me 
here cannot go more than two miles an 
hour. They have to be unhitched every 
mile In order to give a chance to wet them- 
selves ; s they have to be c instantly wet in 
order to be of any use. 

We kept well together until about bix 
o’clock, when there were six bull carts that 
lagged behind, and three squads, including 
mine, were detailed to guard them, while 
the rest of them hycked on ahead to Ibid a 
good camp ground for tiie night. 

iiarkuess came before long aud it seemed 
we would never reach camp. Thu bulls 
were utmost done up, aud ono might lake 
an iron bur aud hummer them, but they 
would go no faster. To add to our disc mi- 
fort the water bad given out about live 
o’clock, and wo were unable to get any 
more. We kept at it however, and dually 
reached the camp ground. 

The boys bud lires built aud water had 
been brought, bo all was right again, and 
by taps, l lelt us lresh as ever; we turned 
in and had good sleep till 4 o'clock, when 
we were called up to get breukfust; that 
was soon over and dog-tents were rolled, 
and we were off once more at five o’clock. 

We hycked three or four miles when we 
met a detail uud some mule teams sent 
back from the main columns to reliev 


But wp wore doomed to be disappointed 
for we hacked nil that afternoon till 4 
o’clock, when we entered the outskirts of 
the town of Binyan, which had been taken 
that afternoon by the 30th, with the lo«s of 
one man ; the niggers lost between twenty 
ami twenty-five killed; their loss by 
wounds not known as they take them with 
them. 

Our company wns placed on outpost thnt 
night and maybe we didn’t live high; 
chicken wns a coming dish that night. The 
night passed all right without any trouble, 
and the next morning wo resumed the 
march, leaving the 3rd battalion there as 
garrison. 

All the next day we hycked and not a 
sign of a nigger ; dinner we had on a high 
hill after a march of twelve miles, and that 
night we camped on the road outside of 
Seeking, the town we are now doing garri- 
son duty In. 

The next tiny we entered this town, it 
having been taken the night before by the 
cavalry, without the loss of a man. They 
did not let us rust more than an hour, when 
A C anil I) companies were ordered to 
bring up the bull and mule trains which 
were some miles In the rear. 

We went back about four miles and met 
them, but we came back a different route ns 
the one wo came out on was impassable to 
the wagons, on account of tho ravines just 
outside the town. Some of these ravines 
are a hundred and a hundred and fifty 
feet deep and so steep that it is hard work 
for the troops to crawl through them, let 
alone bringing wagons over. 

However, wo marched along with the 
wagon trains till we came to a road which 
entered the town on the opposite from 
which we had left it, and here the ravines 
were not so bad, and the engineer corps 
were able to bridge them. We had to guard 
tlie train two days and nights before they 
had them completed, and wo were able to 
bring the wagons over and into tho town. 

We were assigned quarters in tho shacks 
and some of tho company was placed on 
outpost. 1 was lucky, however, to get 
placed in tho support ; getting camp-guard 
about once a week, the rest of the time 1 
had to myself, except to go out on an occa- 
sional liyek. 

In a little shnek the Chinos attached to 
tho company were quartered, and among 
them was a little fellow named Lee, who 
was as fine a cook as I have ever seen. 
The boys in tlie squad used to go out 
and capture chickens, eggs and rice; this 
with tlie regular rations he would cook for 
us and maybe we didn’t live swell. But 
this was too good to last long, and we had 
been here about ten days when we were 
ordered to ludan, a town about 9 miles 
from the town garrisoned by our 3rd batta- 
lion. We left In the morning and reached 
there early in the afternoon, and were 
placed on outpost in order to give them a 
night's sleep before starting on a ten days’ 
hyck in tlie morning. Our one company 
was to do the work of a whole battalion, 
and it kept us busy doing it. too. 

They pulled out tho next morning and

we heard nothing of them till they pulled 
in ten days later. They had been having a 
great time while in all our stay in the town 
we didn’t fire a shot. 

The morning they left ludan they 
marched over towards the lake for 
about twenty miles where they ran into oc- 
casional bands of niggers, but they didn’t 
put up any scrap until they came to a small 
town, when they ducked behind trenches, 
but were finally run out without the boys 
losing anybody. 

They camped there all night and the 
next day started for Taal, Tlie enemy 
were entrenched there on the other side of 
the river. Our boys did not know the river 
was there until they had charged under 
heavy fire to within 200 yards of the trench- 
es, when they had to retire, it being too 
swift to ford. 

That evening they charged across the 
bridge and drove them from the intrencli- 
ments, killing about sixty and capturing a 
lot of rifles, ammunition, aud also three 
cannon. Our boys lost one man killed and 
two wounded. They came back into ludan 
in the evening and relieved us, and the 
next morning we started for Seelang. We 
were marching in two tiles on either side 
of the road, mid were all laughing and talk- 
ing, when all of a sudden we were fired on 
from both sides of the road. 

It was hot there for a few moments and 
the bullets were cutting the leaves over our 
heads, and maybe wedidn’t hug the ground. 
The first and second section were ordered 
up the road, and 1 was with them. We 
went up the road a little way, tlie bullets 
singing till around us, and then went out 
through the woods, and gave them a game. 
They did not stii'id long when wo started 
to chase them, and they dusted; wo went 
back to the road and found tlie rest of the 
company waiting for us. 

After lining up we found nobody hurt, 
although we knocked out three niggers, and 
that is tin* way it is out here now, every 
little while a small scrap, with nobody 
hurt. Wo got into Seelang that night all 
right, and were once more placed on out- 
post. I expect we are here now for a while, 
and it will be nothing but routine duty, 
l'lie weather has been line and 1 am in tlie 
best of health, aud intend to stay that way. 

We have good ollicers and everything 
goes along in good shape. How are all the 
folks? 1 ha 1 a letter from Harry the 
other day. wanting to know why I didn’t 
write, so 1 supposed you hadr.’t got tlie one 
1 wrote in Manila. 1 got the letter and 
papers you sent me and 1 was mighty glad 
to get them. They are the only enjoyment 
you get out litre. Well, mother, 1 will 
close now with lots of love for you and ail 
the rest. Your Son,

REMEDY M BADLY 
PAID WOMEN. 

By Mary .A* Livermore, 

The subjection of woman to man In 
the long past has not only hindered 
her development In normal ways, but 
has created a contemptuous opinion of 
her which runs through the literature 
and legislation of all nations. It Is ap- 
parent to-day In the different codes of 
penalties for crime and In the dissim- 
ilar relations of the sexes to the Gov- 
ernment. In marriage woman Is not 
legally her husband’s equal, for he has 
control of her person and In most in- 
stances of her earnings and of her mi- 
nor children. She Is rarely paid the 
same wages as man, even when she 
does the same work nr.d does it ns well, 
nml she Is the legal equal of man only 
where punishment and the payment of 
taxes are concerned. All these unjust 
inequalities are survivals of the ages 
of servitude through which women 
have passed, among all peoples of the 
earth, from tho date of their historic 

0J \ve boast of our advanced civilization 
In America and point with laudable 
pride to our schools us its foundation. 
They are the corner-stone of our free 
Institutions, the everlasting granite on 
which our Government rests. For here 
are given the early training and disci- 
pline that tell through life and whirl 
are vital to the integrity of the Repul 
lie. A Bureau of Education lias n 
\stnblished by our national Governim 
which carefully collects and critical!, 
‘fifts all data pertaining to public school 
instruction. Its high purpose is to 
place education on a scientific basis 
ami to include all the children of the 
Slate in its beneficent provisions, me 
overwhelming majority of the teachers 
in the schools are women, cultivated, 
conscientious, hard working, patient 
and unselfish. The high and normal 
schools are called into requisition to tit 
them for their vocation, and the college 
and university train them in tlie spe- 
rialties they arc expected to teach. Af- 
ter roars of costly preparation at home 
and* abroad they are assigned to their 
various positions and begin their life- 

" They are the equals of the clergy of 
the land in the correctness of their 
lives, their aims and intelligence, and 
co-operate with them to bring in a no- 
bler civilization. They stand on every 
round of the ladder of learning, lifting 
the children and youth of their charge 
to a development of whose existence 
many of tho parents are unaware. I hey 
surround them with an ethical envir- 
onment in the schoolroom. There they 
breathe a moral atmosphere. mere 
they must be punctual, obedient, truth- 
ful. respectful, tidy in person— in short, 
they are put in immediate training for 
the development of qualities without 
which they cannot become good mem- 
bers of society. 

IIow do we compensate these faith- 
ful women teachers for their great 
work in behalf of the generations to 
come? The dusty years stretch far be- 
hind them, youth and comeliness drop 
a wav from them, and they grow worn 
and faded before their time. How do 
we pay them for the divine service 
they render our children while they 
are on duty? We pay them as we pay 
the small bookkeeper, the stenographer 
and the typewriter. Outside our large 
cities we pay them ns we pay tlie 
chambermaid, the laundress, the house- 
maid. They are as thoroughly edu- 
cated as the men with whom they are 
associated, they do the same work and 
do it us well, and they bear as heavy 
burdens and responsibilities. And yet 
their salaries rate a third, and some- 
times a half, lower than those of the 
men with whom they teach. 

They are forbidden to marry under 
penalty of dismissal from office, and If 
their husbands drop into invalidism, or 
for any other cause are unable to sup- 
port them, tlie women cannot be rein- 
stated. In no other line of employment 
does this discrimination exist against 
married women. In Boston policemen 
and firemen are pensioned after they 
have served v i . . city a specified number 
of years if they be ome disabled for 
further employment. But when the 
teachei s of Bost i h i . petitioned to 
be similarly pensioned and have pre- 
sented a most feasible scheme for the 
creation of n > nsion fund lo bo con- 
tributed by the i ach*TS themselves, 
they have thu ■ i r rn < Ived no encour- 
agement and have only been granted 
“leave to withdraw.”

TALK WITH SIR 
GEORGE WHITE. 

fly Winston Churchill, 

Durban, South Africa. — I lately hn<l 
tho pleasure of a conversation with 
Gen. Sir George White on the 'h-fonse 
of Ladysmith. Tin* Genernl. who 
Honmnl in good health, though worn 
by anxiety and privations, received mo 
at his house, from the windows of 
which he has a complete view of the 
defenses stretching around a wide 
circumference from one rocky hill to 
nnother, nnd beyond rose the frowning 
profile of Bulwana Mountain. 

He reminded me that he had arrived 
scarcely ten days before tho outbreak 
of the war. I4e had found certain ar- 
rangements in progress to meet a great 
and rapidly approaching crisis. He had 
full confidence In Gen. Symons, who 
wos "a soldier of the highest ability, 
and, besides, a good, brave fighting 
man.” Gen. Symons proposed to hold 
Dundee nnd Ladysmith, nnd under- 
rated the Boers gravely. 



Gen. White, who hnd Cel. Ian Hamil- 
ton’s experience In South Africa to fall 
back upon, viewed the Situation In a 
more serious light. 

The story of what followed Is told In 
the blue books. 

The General determined to ask the 
opinion of tho Governor of Natal on tho 
political result of abandoning Dundee. 
Thus appealed to, Sir W. Hely-Huchin- 
son said that grave consequences would 
result, notably a rising of the disloyal 
Dutch in the Kilp country, and perhaps 
elsewhere in Natal and Zululand in 
that event. 

Dundee was actually abandoned, but 
the electrifying effect of Elands Luagte 
to some extent neutralized the retreat 
of the British forces. 

But though Gen. White had doubts 
whether he should attempt to hold 
Dundee, he had none about Ladysmith. 
This town, he said, "was the first main 
objective of the combined forces of the 
Transvaal and the Free State. 

"Here the lines of the railway met 
nnd here the Republican armies were 
to make their effective junction and 
score their first great success. 

"The capture of Ladysmith, which 
the Boers never doubted for a moment, 
was to be the sign for a general rising 
of the Natal Dutch. 

"To insure success twenty thousand 
men under Commandant-General Jou- 
bert himself were directed against the 
town.” 

Gen, White said that ho never wished 
lo abandon Ladysmith or withdraw be- 
hind the Tugelu River. Had lie done 
so he considered ho would have been 
turned by superior forces and Pieter- 
maritzburg and not Ladysmith would 
have been the scene of defense and 
struggle for possession. 

Ladysmith was an essential feature 
of the Dutch plan of campaign, nnd 
He ir ex 

voked them to ilevo; • all their m rgies 
to the siege Instead < ravaging Natal, 
as they would have done had Gen. 
White occupied a j l. ? of I . . I .-nitl- 

cance, although pm haps of greater de- 
fensive strength. 

Moreover, the amount of military 
stores in tho Ladysmith inagazlin-s, the 
necessities of evaeuaiir.vr the civil pop- 
ulation and of helping in the Dundee 
column, made the abandonment of 
Ladysmith after Gen. White’s arrival 
in Natal a physical Impossibility. 

Passing to the actual defense of tin- 
town, Gen. White said: 

“The knowledge which we had dearly 
bought of the long range of the Boer 
guns convinced me that It was Impera- 
tive that we should get guns to match 
them. The big guns of the naval Url- 
gade, which were brought up Just be- 
fore the cordon dosed around us, en- 
abled us to meet them on equal foot- 
ing.” 


THE LOVESICK SPIDER. 

Some Interesting experiments have 
been lately carried • ut on the range of 
vision und sense of colar possessed by 
spiders. 

Twenty species of . ttitude were se- 
lected, and their study und observations 
were extended over eight successive 
summers. Apparently when their prey, 
which consists of small Insects. Is mo- 
tionless. they perceive them at a dls- 
tunce of five inches, but when they are 
moving they cun sight them at much 
greater distances, while each other 
they can see distinctly up to at leust 
twelve Inches. 

Apparently sight, not smell, guides 
spiders, and we are told how the mules 
In the mating otuSOR throw themselv - 
into quite different attitudes, according 
as they catch sight of a female or male 
spider, it was by this mode of ex- 
pressing their emotions that the rungs 
of sight as well as powers of distinct 
vision possessed by these insects was 
tested.
